Meets Every Day 


AND THE DEPARTMENTS’ HE WORKS. 


Men Who Give Out .News and 
Gossip to the Paper. 


Tf variety is the spice of life, then surely a 
newspaper reporter must lead a spicy kind of 


life. 

Perhaps there is no one vocation of life that 
leads one through more variety than the occu- 
pation of a reporter. The very word news- 
gatherer characterizes him at once as a shifty 
sort of fellow who has no routine about his la- 
bors, but who is eternally doing something to- 
day that he didn’t do yesterday—something 


new. 

And in this way the reporter sees a heap of 
life. Rushing from the office of a sober judge 
toascene of midnight revelry, thence to the 
solemn spell of gloom that hovers over some 
funcral service around an open grave, thence 
tothe scenes of depravity in some prison 
walls: dashing through busy hustling streets 
by day, and wandering through those same 
streets hushed by the quietude of night, the 
poor fellow does have a great insight to this 
world of ours which few others enjoy. 

As awmatter of course, ail reporters have 
regular assignments, or beats, which are 
mapped out as their stamping ground, but, 
even there, they mect all sorts of people, and 
from each get all sorts of news. 

Take, for instance, the beat which includes 
the federal courts of Atlanta, the postoffie, 
the internal revenue offices, the exposi- 
tion office and alliance headquarters. Here is 
areporter’s every-day rounds—sources from 
which he is expected to get news. It is seen 
at a glance that even a trip around this circle, 
made up of little popealls in each office, has 
much variety in it, and when itis considered 
that the men are of all ages and dispositions, 
and the news is never today whatit was yes- 
terday, the conclusion is easily drawn that 
such work as this never grows monotonous, 
never loses its fascination 

These little visitc—officl: al visits though they 
be —1 axe up the social life of a newspaper re- 
porter toa greatextent. Asarule, his asscci- 
ations are always pleasant, the office men al- 
wars being glad enough to quit their tedious 
desks long enough to entertain him most cor- 
dally.

THE MOURNFULLIFE OV THE WIDOW 
OF NAPOLEON. 


All tho Trappings of Royalty Cherished at 
Farnborough, Despite the Fact that 
the Empire Has Passed Away. 


{[Copyright, 1890.) 

FarnborovGu Hants, England, October 6: 
—[Special Correspondence Constitution. }]— 
Within sound of the rumble of artillery, 
the clank of sabres, the gleam of bayo- 
mets and within sight of ail the 
pomp and show of one cf the great} mili- 
tary camps of the old world, the Empress 
Eugenie is passing in peace the last days of 
her life. I speak of this remarkable woman 
as the empress, becauss it would be considered 
next to sacrilege among my present surround- 
ings to allude to her as of the past. To the 
gentry, peasantry, even the aristocracy of the 
neighborhood, and in fact of England, she is 
empress still,and keeps tho fiction ever in 
sight. In very many things she maintains 
about her the atmosphero of the head of a 
nation, and makes the fancy as near a reality 
as possible. There is little wanting. Here is 
maintained a well-equipped royal house with 
ladies-in-waiting and the other accompaniments 
of social and political power. Secretaries, re. 
tainers and priests are always at her bidding, 
and dignity and character is ever present to 
impress one with the fact thatiat least in name 
and ambition here is an imperial home. 

Farnborough has no history worthy of review 
or preservation in song and story,. though it 
came into international prominence ‘as~ the 
piace where the great prize fight for the cham- 
pionship of the world between Tom Sayers and 
John C. Heenan, “the Benicia boy,” took plate 
—s 23, 1860. It is a straggling, country- 
side hamlet, with very pleasant surroundings, 
about two miles from Aldershot, the home 
rendezvous of most of the English army,whiere 
recruits are gathered and new soldiers well 
trained for service . abroad. There are 
boautifui stretches. of country in almost 
every direction. ienty, of trees and 
miles upon miles of well-tilled 
fields, but just around beyond the camp wide 
stretches of land that seem to be given over to 
the military are less rich, but serving a yery 
valuabie purpese.

In 1853, while the 
Crimean war was yetin progress, and Eugeniea 
bride, she visited England as the guest of Vic- 
toria, and Victoria soon afterwards visited 
Paris as the guest of the empress. Their 
friendship began then, and has never been 
disturbed during all the storms that 
have beaten about the house of 
Bonaparte.

1869 and 1874. She saw her royal house -de- 
atroyed, her husband an exile from the coun- 
try ho had ruled, a wanderer in a.strange land, 
now in his grave with his son beside him. 

Farnborough was a great relief from the sad 
memories of Chiselhurst. She had a long 
time before bought astrip of land along the 
railroad covered mostly with heavy timber. 
On thse summitiof a we!l-wooded hill an old- 
fashioned house stood, which she remodeled 
to suit her tastes. When it was out of the 
artisans hands, it avas a fit dwelling place for 
any person who wanted retirement and had 
the means to support an expeusive establish- 
ment. The grounds are beautifully laid out 
with the richest flowers and shrubbery. There 


of her immediate surroundings. The castle 
cannot be seen from the road, or from any 
point in the immediate vicinity, and yet, no 
queen inthe full possession of her political 
power could wish for a lovelier spot, or a more 
perfect equipment for the enioyment of the 
good things of this life. 

Yesterday I sat in the same room with her, 
andthe presence recalled unbidden a thou- 
sand reco] tections of the past. She is no longer 
young. Sixty-four summers and winters have 
come and gone overher head. Yet traces 
of that singular, beauty both in form and feat- 
uré, which once made her such a popular 
leader of her sex, are still there. She is rather 
tall, and grace itself in every movement. 
Were she younger, she would be called lithe 
and willowyv for one who in middle life was 
inclined to be stout. In other words, now she 
is just the style of woman to give effect to the 
dressmakers’ art. -Her face, which is growing 
rather thin, and is somewhat drawn with the 
harsh lines of suffering, still retains that win- 
some expression which in the young, 
fresh days of her life made her so charming, 
Her deep, blue eyes, still show much of their 
old time flash and in them and tho tightly 
closed mouth can be seen the play of that 
force and determination which has always 
been a marked characteristic of Eugenie’s life 
—an element of force that has kept her in 
touch with the world amidst sorrows and dis- 
appointments that would have destroyed an 
ordinary woman. Her rich brown hair, always 
such a conspicuons part of her beauty, is just 
beginning to show white marks from the frosty 
fingers ofage. Yet she stili represents in the 
very fullest extent that superb and subtle dig- 
nity of manner and graceful bearing which 
made and makes her such a marked 
figure among the royalty of the old world. In 
her exile there is no relapse into sadness, and 
she still looks towards Erance, and preserves 
the forms of its peaple as far as possible about 
her. AsTI saw. ber in her heavy widow’s 
weeds, she jooked every inch the dignified 
character she is. When she speaks, her voice 
is low and pleasant,with just enough of accent 
to give her words an addiona)l attraction. 
It has been said by some cynic “that at 
sixty we love only ourselves.’”’ This certainly 
isnot true of Eugenie, who seems. to be still 
in love with her people, and with the memo- 
ries which her husband and son recall. To 


| Keep them alive she has expended a great dea! 


of wealth, and continues to spend a great deal 
of effort. Probably $1,000,000 would not repay 
the eutlay upon HKugenie’s castle and its sur- 
roundings, and they are a commanding part of 
the romance and reality of the remarkable ex- 
hibition of pastpower one sees as soon as 
dropped at the little railway station, thirty- 
three miles from London. 

Looking to the left from Eugenie’s castle in 
the direction of Aldershot, can be seen just 
across the railroad track a grove of forest trees 
skirting the topof a hill and tending down- 
wards to an open field, on the one side, and 
the main wagon road on the other which leads 
from Farnborough to the military camp. On 
the brow of the hill among these trees you see 
a magnificent building of white stone, sur- 
mounted by a tower and pinnacied 
with dozens of smaller shafts. The 
windows are large, and filled with richly 
stained glass, and everything indicates a 
lavish outlay. Until you get toitand are ad- 
mitted to its mysteries it looks like a parish 
church in a rich community, and soit is, but 
not in the sense of belonging to the people. It 
is reared and kept in perfect order to perpetu- 
ate the memory of Napoleon III, the prince 
imperial, and when she goes to her final ac-

ple, and the frame work gilded according to 
the imperia! habit, 

Catholies are exceedingly scarce in England, 
and especially in this part of it. Therefore, 
the Sunday congregation at the mausoleum of 


and avery few humble residents along the 
highway wlio profess this faith. The church 
is kept up simply to gratify the religious pen- 
chants of the empress and to keep prominent 
the memory of her family, who are buried 
under the altgr of thechurch in the sarcopha- 
gus of marble, presented by Queen Victoria. 

The orypt where the two bodies are depos- 
ited is a model in its way, and again illustrates 
the vast oxpenditure of money that must have 
been made in constructing the building. Itis 
half the size of the church above it and fitted 
up and finished even more richly. The floor 
is covered with elaborate tiling, and in the 
center between four great stone columns a 
carpet is spread upon the marble, and 
upon this are about a score of velvet 
covered prideaux directly facing the 
altar. At the head of the two tombs, 
which are on either side, are placed the royal 
purple covered chairs for the empress, the 
counterpart of the one above. On anniversary

she has ceremonies held here. The day I was 
there, there must have been a wagon load of 
wreaths and other flower pieces upon and 
about the tombs of the two Bonapartes, mostly 


sent by French people, which would seem to | 


indicate that at least some of her old subjects 
keep the name green. 

To the graves of husband and son the 
empress is a daily visitor when at home. She 
has 2a rather secluded walk built from tho 
castle to the crypt door, with a bridge over 
the railroad, which cuts her property in twain. 
This permits her to walk from her home unob- 
served to say ler prayers for the dead. To ad- 
minister to her spiritual wants and say mass 
in the chapel the empress — six priests 
and four monks of the tegular Re- 
montre of the Congregation of France. 
These white-robed canons live in 
a.splendid brick house in the grove just be- 
yond the church, having a home that is fit for 
any one’s residence, and large enough to well 
accommodate double the number who occupy 
it. Both in architecture and environment itis 
a beautiful building, a very fit accompaniment 
to the magnificent church which rises above 
the remains of the last of the male line of the 
imperial family of France. Anything like a 


perfect description of the property owned by ; 


the empress is beyond the power of .words. It 
takes in so much that is beautiful in 
nature, and so much that is striking 
in art, and then surrounds them with 
so many strange and mysterious 
conditions that one for a time almost forgets 
they are in England, and imagines that the 
power of the Bonapartes has been restored, 
and that they are beginning a new reign in 
sunny France. 

Is it not strange how easy it is to give the 
imagination its bent and liveupon its caprices? 
Here is a lady of high degree with a history 
that comprehends almost all the _ in- 
trigues end combinations that France 
has known since 1853-. The leader of 
secial life in the gayest capital in the world 
whose edict as to fashions was once regarded as 
law in evéry civilized nation of the globe; 
whose power, not only with men but with her 
own sex, has no parallel, now after twenty 
years of bauishment from the land she nce 
ruled, is quietly living herein acountry wherein 
she never had place or power, and still main- 
taining all the outward evidences of her old- 
time political domination with everyone 
about her to keep up her fancy. 'In the little vil- 
lago the cn eg put upon their wagons 
‘‘Purveyors Her Imperial Highness, the 
Empress Engenie.”* Not only the gentry by the 
countryside, but the officers at Aidershot, the 
statesmen of England who occasionally drop 
down here to make manifest their recognition 
of her title, just as though she were in reality 
the empress, and yet by no means known to 
law or revolution would it be possible for her 
to be restored to the throne of France. No 
one knows that better than herself, but she finds 
it necessary to keep alive past glories and live 
in the same atmosphere she enjoyed before her 
exile.

There seems uo 
danger, whatever, that the style of this estab- 
lishment will be marred in the slightest for 
the remaining years of Eugenie’s life, if ever. 
It is perhaps fitting that this should be so, for, 
besides the good she does to the laboring peo- 
le, with the expensive establishment she 
eeps up, she , pl liberally to charity, and 
every person along Farnborough Hants _ rn 
her every day. She goes about among them in 
a very friendly way without ostentation, ten- 
der, but dignity itself. Her life is very se- 
cluded, the visits to Victoria being about “her 
only mingling with the outside world. 
he relations between this pair of queens are 
very interesting, and no one in England more 
carefully or more constantly endeavors to 
recognize the present existence of Eugenie’s 
former — than the queen. She treats her 
with all the dignity of an equal, and, by every 
outward respect, teaches 
her people to do the same. She 
also intends to keep the friendship 
alive for futnre generations, and her youngest 
daughter, Beatrice, has named her girl child 
Victoria Eugenie. In seeing her considera- 
tion, I have thought that, perhaps, the suc- 
cessful queen, although nearly ten years older 
than the broken one, went out of her way in 
making her regard for her manifest. It is not 
so often that a woman, especially of high 
degree, softens towards one of her own sex. 
But, excepting the loss of her husband, Vie- 
toria has never had any trouble of 
moment, and her reign has been fifty-three 
— of remarkable achievements. Her lines 
iave been mostly happy ones,and at the age of 
seventy-four, with good health and prosperity 
she can look upon the world through gold spec- 
tacles, and make Eugenie feela part of her 
inspiration without much difficulty. So she 
invites her to Osborne, Windsor, andto her 
home in the highlands of Scotland and gives 
her a practical taste of the old-time days she 
used to enjoyin France. Thisis no doubt as 
pleasant as the remainder of the fiction that 
is kept up to please the empress. There is no 
particular reason why it should not be done, 
if it only pleases a pair of queens.

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INDIAN ADVANCEMFNT. 


Commissioner Morgan Gives Some Account 
of the Work Being Done. 
From The San Francisco Chronicle, 

General T. J. Morgan, United States com- 
missioner of Indian affairs,arrived from Wash- 
ington, D. C., yesterday, and is at the Palace. 

‘‘For the last fourteen months,’’ said he toa 
Chronicle reporter last night, ‘“‘I have been so 
steadily at work in my oftice in Washington 
that I feel the need of making a tour of the 
Indian agencies to personally ascertain just 


low the Indians live and how the workis done ' 


on the reservation andin the schools. From 
here I will go down among the mission Indians 
in southern California to see what specially 
needs to be done, particularly toward settling 
land disputes and Connving & more practical 
system of education that will teach the Indians 
how to become good American citizens. I will 
also visit the reservations in Arizona, New 
Mexico, Indian Territory and Oklahoma, and 
then return to Washington. 

‘Practical education of the Indians is what 
the present administration is advocating. In 
the schools we had 16,000 pupils last year. 
This year congress has given nearly $500,000 
more for Indian education than any year be- 
fore, Whict®§8wells the sum for that purpose 
to nearly $2,000,000,

are, carpentering, blacksmithing, wagon- 
making, shoemaking, harness-making, tailor 
ing, broom-making, printing, tinsmithing, and 

At Genoa, Neb., this year we buy 
from the Indian school 330 sets of harness, 
made by the boys, for the use of the Indian 
service. From the same school we buy for 
the government 12,000 brooms, which were 
made by the Indians, who also grew the corn. 

“At Grand Junction, Col., we propose to de- 
velop fruit-growing in addition tothe trades 
mentioned, and this fall I will spend $1,000 
in putting out orchards. At Fort Hall, I. T., 
we will give special attention to stock-raising. 
The 500 acres now fenced for that purpose will 
be extended so as to include 1,600 acres, which 
will be stocked this year. They now have a 
start of seventy head of cattle there. 

“To show that Indians’ will work under 
proper training, we have had at Carlisle, Pa., 
during the last year, in addition to the 778 
pupils who have done the work in the differ- 
ent shops, 400 out among the Pennsylvania 
farmers working by the month. These 400 
have earned in wages during the year $16,000. 

“One thing especially interesting is the fact 
that the war department is turning over to the 
Indian office all abandoned forts, which are 
being converted into training schools. The 
first to be turned over for this purpose was at 
Mojave. Forts Yuma and McDowell follow- 
ed. Although the Indians apnear to be the 


most degraded in the vicinity of Yuma, the’ 


good work of the school is already shown by 
their marked advancement. It is a fact be- 
yond dispute that 100 Indian children in one 
of these schools is a better -protection against 
Pigg depredations than a regiment of sol- 

iers. 

‘It is the general policy of the government 
to allot Indian lands in severalty just as rap- 
idly as the Indians can be induced to take 
them; to give their children a practical edu- 
cation to prepare them to make the most of 
this land; to.extinguish the Indian style of 
titles to the surplus lands, and then to throw 
the lands open to settlement. 

‘There is now land enough perneene to the 
Indians to give every man, woman and child, 
if ee ae , 160 acres each and then 
have 66,000,000 acres left. It has been said 
that the western people were not in favor of 
Indian education, but the most earnest advo- 
cates of the causé are western people. 

“President Harrison is a western man, the 
secretary of the interior is a Western man, and 
soaml. Why should this not beso? Thisis 
a western question. The lands are in the 
west, and the eastern people Voted this $2,000,- 
000 for Indian education, although it will not 
benefit them. For instance, $12,000 has been 
appropriated for an Indian school in southern 
California. Every Indian redeemed from a 
vagabond to a producer adds to the [wealth of 
the west. 

“The Indian country amounts to 180,000 
square miles, a region as jerks as Spain. There 
are about two hundred and fifty thousand 
Indiansinall. This year about $7,000,000 will 
be expended in the maintenance and advance- 
ment of these Indians. For each chief tribe 
there is an agent, who is. responsible to the 
commissioner of Indian affairs. There are 
fiveinterior who report directly tothe secre- 
tary of the inspector, and five special agents 
who report to the commissioner. Great pains 
have been taken by the president to secure 

ood men for the agencies. So faras I can 
judge there is a steady growth in the advance- 
ment of the Indians throughout the union.’’

The career of W. O. Simmons, the notorious 
burglar and safe-blower, sounds more like a 

le romance than a 
plain every-day rec- 
ord of crime. 

Simmons was 
born in this city 
a about twenty - six 
years ago, and. is 
“very well connect- 
“ed.

W. O. SIMMONS. young mullato was 
born and grew up who called himself 
Charlie Simmons, and claimed to bea half 
brother of W. O. Simmons. He is now about 
twenty-three years of age, and is almost white. 

W. O. Simmons and Charlie were both con- 
nected in more or less rascality with Dickson, 
the well-known burglar, and Boband Wiley 
Redding, the two negro thieves, whose names 
are familiar in the criminal annals of the 
state. 

But the first time that W. O. Simmons and 
Charlie Simmons made their appearance to- 
gether in the role-of burglars was at Turin, 
Ga., when the store of Messrs. Ingram & Cole 
was burglarized and the safe blown open. 
Quite a lot of goods were stolen and a consid- 
erable sum of inoney was taken from the safe. 

Detective G. W. Shackleford was employed 
to discover the perpetrators of the crime, and 
went to work atonce. For sometime there 
seemed no earthly chance to obtain a clae to, 
the thieves. But at last Mr. Cole, of the firm 
was notified that some goods had been shipped 
at Griffin by express to W. O. Sutherland, 
Macon, Ga. 

He went to Macon and identified some of 
the goods. The express company was put on 
notice, but unfortunately they allowed the 
burglars to outwit them, and the goods were 
removed from the express office, taken to the 
Southern hotel, where the men claimed they 
had been shipped from Texas, disposed of 
them and skipped the city. 

AS STUDENTS. 

Inafew days two young men arrived at 
Harlem, claimed they were students from 
Athens on a little outing, and put up 
at the the Reed house. That afternoon 
they strolled down to Sawdust and 
went into Mr. Hardin’s store, presumably to 
buy some cheese and crackers. While in the 
store one of them tried on a pair of shoes, say- 
ing he would come down after them on the 
morrow. They casually inquired of Mr. Har- 
din’slittie boy if anybody sleptin the store, 
and they learned from him that the store was 
left unguarded and§that his father was then 
absent on a trip to Augusta. 

That night the store was burglarized, the 
safe broken open, and the two students had 
disappeared, going in the direction of Au- 
gusta. <A description of the burglars was for- 
warded to Detective Shackelford, who com- 
pared it with the description of the Turin 
burglars, and began astill hunt forthem. , 

When Mr. Hardin’s store was robbed at Saw- 
dust, the identical box, marked No. 94, that had 
contained the shoes tried on by the “‘student,”’ 
was found near the store. Detective Shackel- 
ford went to Augusta, Charleston, Savannah 
and back to Griffin, and rather unexpectedly 
ran upon Charlhe Simmons, and arrested him 
with the shoes on his feet. They were easily 
identified by Mr. Hardin’s cost mark and the 
number, 94, the same that was on the box. 

Charlio was tried, convicted and sent up for 
six years, but was granted a new trial through 
the efforts of his~ attorney, Judge H. 
H. DD. Twiggs. He denied ‘know- 
ing W. O. Simmons, but afterwards 
acknowledged having been with W. O. Suth- 
erland when the goods were received in Mal 
con that were stolen at Turin. 

W. O. Simmons eluded the vigilance of the 
officers, and committed burglaries at Palmetto 
and Fairburn. Ga., and at Verbena, Ala. At 
length, in June last, he robbed a wealthy New 
York capitalist at Bluffton, Ala., and in trying 
to escape was arrested by a policeman in East 
Rome, Ga. His last victim declined to come 
from New York to prosecute him, and just in 
the nick of time Detective Shackelford was 
informed that the man in the Rome jail, Will- 
iamson, alias Wilkinson, was none other than 
W. QO. Simmons. 

HIS IDENTIFICATION. 

He went to Romerand easily identified. the 
prisoner, who was taken to Sawdust. The 
identification was complete, and he was lodged 
in jailin Harlem. 


Two months ago the sheriff discovered one } 


night, that a jail delivery was being enacted, 
and found W. O. Simmons just crawling out of 
a hole through which two others prisoners had 
escaped. . 

On searching him a fine steel saw in eleven 
sections was found on his person. He had the 
biade concealed in the collar of his coat. 

Wednesday, a week ago, he and Charlie 
were tried in the superior court and 
sent up for seven years each on 
the charge of burglary, and two years on 
the charge of jail breaking. When their terms 
expire there will be a number of other war- 
rants awaiting them, and unless they escape 
from the penitentiary they are likely to wear 
stripes for a good many years to come.

AN OLD TRAPPER’S STORY. 


The Adventure of Two Boys With a Lot of 
Sioux Indians. 

An old trapper tel!s this story of early Min- 
nesota days: 

The man ofthe Lake Taicoit party about 
this time came infor a team to move their 
outfit home, leaving the two boys to takecare 
@ things until his return. A warm muggy day 
came while he was absent, andthe boys at- 
tending to their trapsand carrying theirguns 
around during the day, got them both wet, and 
boy like, neglected to clean and dry them 
in order to render them sure fire when 
needed, lay down to sleep in their bed without 
removing their clothing, only drawing off 
their. boots. Their cabin door opened out- 
ward, and just at daylight, shortly after they 
awoke, they observed their door opening, and 
saw an Indian swing it around and set a stick 
against it, and then spring back and raise his 
gun alongside of two others who stood 
with guns presented. At the first sight of 
the Indian, the boys sprang from their bed, 
and while in the act of throwing off the cover- 


ing and springing to their feet, the savages | 


fired. The distance was not over fifteen feet 
(I afterwards examined the ground carefully), 
and while it could not again have been done 
in a thousand times trying without both being 
killed, the only hurt either sustained was a 
flesh wound by a smal! bullet through the calf 
of one of their legs. Seizing their guns, 
the boys aimed and snapped, but both 
guns failed to go. Instantly the thought 
of running, while yet the guns of the Indians 
were empty, came totheir minds, and, witha 
word to each other, they sprang through the 
low door and rushed for the prairie. As 
they did so, one or more charges—probab! 
from double-barrelled guns—greeted their rush 
for the open air, and the unwounded boy, Tom 
Kirkpatrick, had a bullet part the hair and 
graze the skin of the forehead. As the Indians 
ran after them the boys pre- 
sented their guns, and after 
this manenver had been a few times repeated 
the wretched cowards turned back to Aa 
the camp, and the boys were left to make 
their journey of forty miles to the settlements 
in their stocking feet over the burnt grass 
stubs of the prairie. In the afternoon the 
wounded boy declared his inability to proceed 
further, and requested Tom to go to the settle- 
ment and bring a wagon ot for him. Tom 
accordingly harried on, and just about 
sunset, while descending the river just 
above the town of Jackson (which town, 
by the way, consisted alone of a frontier post- 
office) justas he reached the crest of a low 
hill and glanced across the summit of the next 
hill in front, he saw five Sioux, who, catching 
sight of him at the same instant, came for him 
on the ran, spreading their line like an open- 
ing fanas they ran. Tom turned and ducked 
down behind the hill, and instead of run- 
ning down the ravine toward the 
rivér, turned and ran up it, and out 
on the high prairie, where, _provi- 
dentially for him, was an old deserted 
field which had belonged to a Norwegian set- 
tler murdered:in the last massacre, and which, 
now surrounded bya high rail fence, was occu- 
pied by a dense crop of tall weeds. Tom 
sprang over the fence, and in his peril and his 
fright not forgetting tocarefully part the weeds 
in front of each step and close them together 
behind him, worked his way well out into 
the field and fell flat. Soon an Indian, quickly 
followed by two others, appeared perched on 
the top of the fence, where for minutes, which 
doubtless were anxious ones for Tom, they sur- 
veyed the apparently unbroken expanse of 
weeds, and at length, to his great relief, turned 
back towards the river. Lying quietly until 
darkness shrouded his movements, Tom made 
his way out of the field into the prairie, and 
making a wide detour reached thé house of a 
friendly settler afew miles down the river, 
where just before morning the other boy put 
in an appearance, having been unable to rest 
in the cold of approaching night, but com- 
pelled thereby to keep moving, and doubtless 
passing the other Indians in the night time.

Within the last 
twelve years the year has generally closed 
witn very few inches of rain, more or less, 
than the normal, In only one instance (1888) 
was the Geparture from the average as much 
as the nine inches defiéit we now have, and 
in only three of the twelve years did the de- 
parture reach 10 percent of the average an- 
nual rainfall. 

To show just how it runs the following table 
issubmitted. The figures give the inches and 
fractions of inches of departure from the nor- 
maior average rainfall, When rainfall was 
deficient the deficiency is indicated by the 
minus sign, and when there is excess it is indi- 
cated by the plus sign. In the last column 
opposite each month the net deficit or excess 
for the year, up to that date, is given.

By this it will be seen thatthe net deficit 
in rainfall tothe night of the 7th of October 
was %.23 inches. To make this up in the next 
three months will take a rainfall perceptibly 
above the average. Kain increases as winter 
comes on and the normal rainfall for the next 
three months, according to the average of the 
last twelve years, is: 

October 2.56, 

Noveinber 4.68. 

December 5.33. 

We have a big rainfall for the next three 
months anyhow, and when nine inches that 
we have to make up are added, it makes the 
outiook pretty damp. Between now and the 
Ist of January, we would ordinariiy have 12.37 
inches, but we had so little in the spring and 
suinmer, that we are nine inches behind and 
the chances are that we will make most of that 
up. If we do we will have nearly 75 per 
cent more rain than is the average of the 
last three months in the year. 

In order that the reader may make his own 
inference from the rainfall of the last twelve 
years the net departure from thenormal at the 
end of the year is given, with plus and minus 
signs toshow whether it was excess or de- 
ficiency.

The average rainfall for a year in Atlanta,as 
shown by the record of the last twelve years, is 
56.84 inches. Therefore, it will be seen that 
the departure from this normal only reached 
10 per cent in three years, 1880, 1881 and 1888. 

Last yearthe departure from the normal 
rainfall was only .87 of an inch, and it was the 
best crop year since the war. The next best 
crop year in the series was 1880, when there 
was an excess of seven inches, but as Mr. 
Byram, the signal officer, points out, the rain- 
fail of that year was normal during the crop 
season, the excessive rain coming afterward. 


Life’s Average Span. 
From an Exchange. 

It has been shown by recent statistics gathered 
by Mr. J. J. Goodwin, that women, asa rule, live 
longer than men; also that the Hebrew women are 
the longest-lived ofany race. More male children, 
too, die than femal@g Of 8 1Jden deaths there are 
about 100 women, however, to seventy men. In 
Connecticut many women have lived to be over 100 
years old, while scores atthe age of ninety are 
found in every town in the state. In the state cf 
New York the average lifcof a woman appears to 
be forty-eight years. In Maine the males outlive 
the females, while in Massachusetts it is the re- 
verse, the average among women being fifty-two, 
while among men itis but forty-seven. In New 
Hampshire the incn live the longest. 

In Vermont the menlivyeon an average to be 
fifty-one, while the women average but forty- 
nine. The women of Rhode Island live longer 
than the men, and so they do in Pennsylvania. 
The average in New Jersey tor women is but forty- 
five. while for mcn it isforty-eight.. In Delaware 
the women outlive the men. Theaverage dura- 
tion of life in Virginia among men is forty-seven, 
while that among women is forty-eight. In tho 
southern states therc is but little difference In the 
average between the males and femates, but the 
men as a-rule live longer than the woinen. In the 
western states thc men live on an average three 
years longer than the women,and according to rc- 
cent statistics this average is fifty years. ‘The av- 
erage fer both men and woinen in the northwest is 
sixty years. 

The telegraph: operators die soonerthan those 
engaged in other professions, and men unem- 
ployed live the longest, The average life ofa 
clerk is but thirty-four years, and this is also tho 
average among teachers. Machinists are outlived 
by printers, the average of the former being but 
thirty-eight years, while that of the latter is 
thirty-nine. Musicians live a year longer. The 
years of the life of an editor is forty, and of man- 
ufacturers, brokers, painters, shoemakers and me- 
chanics forty-three. Judges live to be sixty-five 
yearsof age on an average, and farmers to be 
sixty-four. Bank officers alsolive to be sixty-four 
onan arerage. The duration of life of coopers is 
fifty-eight years; of public officers, fifty-seven ; 
of clergymen, fifty-six; of shipwrights, fifty-five ; 
of hatters, fifty-four; of lawyers and repemakers, 
fifty-four; of piacksmiths, fifty-four; of merch- 
ants. calico printers and physicians, fifty-one; of 
butchers, fifty; of carpenters, fifty-nine; of 
masons, forty-eight: of traders, forty-six; of 
tailors and jewelers, forty-four.

The accompanying cut shows what one of 
these electric motors would look like. Attached 
to itis a passenger coach of the cylindrical 
type, built of steel. The motor would be about 
forty feet long, as tall as an ordinary 
locomotive. The wheels would have insulated 
steel tires, which would take up the electric 
current passing through the rails, and trans- 
mit it by means of steel brushes just touching 
the top of the wheels to the motors. 

An ingenious feature of the use of electric- 
ity as a motive power would be that in case of 
accident or ne, the supply could be 
shut off from the track and the motor brought 
to a stop. The railroad would be divided into 
blocks, as the Pennsylvania now is, and the 
electric current would only be turned on to a 
block when all was right and the track clear. 

If the Reading railroad would be contents to 
send passengers down to Atlantic City at the 
rate of 100 miles an hour, or in thirty-three 
minutes, Professor Marks thinks their line to 
the seashore could be fully equipped for the 
_ of electricity at a cost of not over $1,500,- 
000,

From Mistress Cicely Dunsford at Heir- 
fielde to Mistress Betty Wynee, of Jamestown. 

HFIRFIELDE, November 12,1682.—Think not, 
dearest Betty, that my delaye in writing was 
caused by forgetfulness of you, for indeed not a 
day hath passed that my minde hath not helde 
thy image; and I writ not before that I 
might have a further knowledge of my kins- 
folk and thus might withe greater ease indite 
to you such a fall letter as will be worth the 
strain ‘twill give thy prettie eyes to reade it. 

It is now the fourth dave since my arrivali 
at Heirtielde, and as my father doth return to 
Jamestown on the morrow, I purpose sending 
by him this letter. 

The daye of our setting out from Jamestown 
Was, as you know, right bitter and sleetie, and 
indeed the air was so frostie that I durat not so 
much as stick the tippe of my nose out of the 
windowe for feare of its being nipt by the colde.

jlagued me with forever screaming, “I will 
it my pounde of fleshe.’’ Asyou maye sur- 
mise, I was not sorrie to be on our waye againe, 
which we were before the morninge dawned, 
and by travelling steadilie all of that daye and 
only stopping to bait the horses and eata 
Slighte snack ourselves, we did reach Heir- 
fielde shortlie after nightfalle. 

The nighte was so exceedinge darke that I 
could see but littlearoundme. After wee had 

massed through a white gate and gone upa 
ong Avenue, the chariot stood stille, and my 
Father did calldowne to me from the boote 
that this was Heirfielde; and tho’ I did straine 
my eyes curiouslie to ascertaine what sorte of 
a place this Heirfielde was, I could not make 
out anything but a big, black mass, with here 
and there a gleamein its sides, as of light 
shining through curtained windowes. 

Suddenlie, a wide doore opened and a tall, 
portlie man did come out;and through the 
doore-waye such a streame of light did poure 
as to well-nigh dazzle mine eyes. The gentle- 
man, who was Squire Glenham, no sooner 
saw my father than hee did cry in such a joy- 
ous tone: ‘‘What!

At last the squire did exclaim 
in a huskie voice, ‘‘Beshrew me, Koger, but 
thou art welcome! And where is your 
daughter that lam tofather whilst you are 
fortune-seeking ?’’ 

“She is in the chariot,’’ said my Father, 
laughing. ‘‘And in truth I had almost for- 
gotten her in the pleasure of seeing you.” 

“Why! it’s a woman!”’ cried the Squire, 
giving me a heartie kisse. ‘‘How quick these 
children do springe up, Roger!” 

“Nay,’’ returned my Father, “we're waxing 
olde, Hal.’’ 

‘Faith! I’ve no faulte to finde with her 
growioug if she be handsome,’’ quoth the 
squire, as we went up the steps, ‘‘and this one 
hath her mother’s red lippes and merrie eye.

His Ladye, which is his 
second wife, is right buxomlie proportioned, 
with the most piercing black eyes and some- 
what grizzled haire. She loves to speake of 
hemlomestick concernes, and to my thinking, 
doth straine mightilie after dignitie, being 
puffed up with pride of her husbande’s riches 
and possessions. 

There be alsoe divers other persohs at this 
house, and of these I will speake in my nexte 
letter. 

I have already growne monstrous homesicke, 
and like not much this dulle countrie place. 
It is likelie that I wil] not weare the halfes of 
those clothes which I did bring, there being no 
occasion for fine dressing here; and this is 

ievous to a maide of my livelie spirit, 
Selighting, as you know, in daintie apparell, 
companie and gaietie, I could wish that my 
kinsman had not died and left my Father his 
fortune, as that it takeshim to England. And 
I, perforce, must, at his desire, spende the 
time of his absence at this remote countrie 
mansion, where I make no doubtI shall dye 
of the vapoures. 

One of the blacke serventes has just sum- 
moned me to supper, and so, dearest Betsey, I 
close with the promise to write often and 
long letters, as well for my owne divertise- 
ment as for thy pleasure and delectation.

ICELY DUNSFORD. 


From Mistress Cicely Dunsford,; at Heir- 
fielde, to Mistress Betty Wynn, of James- 
town. 

HEIRFIELDE, ‘November 20, 1682.—Dear- 
est Betty: I did this morning receive your 
most entertaining and livelie letter, and much 
enjoyed reading it. I would that I had been 
with you at his Excellency the Governor's 
buall, and were away from this place which is 
duller than a play-house in Lent. Tho’ in- 
deed, it hath now a promise of some livening 
up, of which I will pared inform you. 

The person who did bringe your letter over 
was a young planter by the name of Guthrie 
whose estate doth adjoin MHeirfielde. He 
being much smitten with a niece of Madame’s

WHAT AN OLD CONFEDERATE SUR- 
GEON REMEMBERS 
Of the Boarding, Capture and Burning of 
the Federal Gunboat “Underwriter,” 
oft Newberne, N. C., In 1864, 

, In January 184, the confederate naval offi- 
cers on duty in Richmond, Wilmington and 
Charleston, were aroused by a telegram from 
the new naval department to detal three boats’ 
crevs of picked men ane officers, who: we re to 
be fuily armed, equipped and rationed for six 
days: they were to start at once by rail for 
Weldon, N. C., reportingon arrival to Com- 
mander J. Taylor Wool, who would give 
further instructions. 

So perfectly secret and well guarded was 
our destination that not until we all had ar- 
rived at Kingston, N. C., by various railroads, 
did we have theslightest idea of where we 
were going, or what was the ebject of the 
naval raid. We suspected, however, from the 
name of its commander, that it would be 
“nervous work,’’ as he had a reputation fer 
boarding, capturing and burning the enemy’s 
gunboats on many previous occasions. 

Embarking one boat after another on the 
waters of the Neuse, we found that there were 
ten of them in all, each manned by ten men 
and two oflicers, every one of whom were 
young, vigorous, fully alive and keen for tho 
wrospective work. Now we felt satistied that 
it was going to be “hand-to-hand” fighting; 
some federal gunboat was to be boarded and 
captured by us, or we were to be destroyed 
by it. 

Sunday afterncon, February 1, 1864, about 
2 o'clock, we were ail quietly floating down 
the narrow. Nenseg, and the whole sunny Sab 
bath evening was thus passed, until at sunset 

landed en a small island. After eating 
our supper, ali were assembled to re- 
ceive insiructions. mmander Wood, in dis- 
tinct and terse terims, gave orders to each boat’s 
crew and its officers, just what was expected 
of them, stating that the object of the 
expedition that night, board 
some of egemny’s gunboats, then sup- 
posed to be lying off the city of Newberne, 
now nearly sixty miles distant from where we 
then were, by water. He said that she was to 
be captured without fail. Five boats were to 
board her on either side simultaneously, and 
then when in our possession we were toget up 
steam and cruise after other gun boats. It 
was a grand scheme, and was received by the 
older men with looks of admiration, and with 
rapture by the young midshipmen, all of whom 
would have broken out into loud cheers but 
for the fact that the strictest silence was es- 
sential to the success of the daring undertak- 
ing. 

In concinding his talk, Commander Wood 
solmniy said: * We must all pray!”’ and there- 
upon he offered up the most touching appcal 
to the Almighty that it has been my fortune to 
have listened to; I can rememberit now, after 
the long interval that has elapsed since then, 
and it was the last ever heard by many a poor- 
‘ellow, and deeply felt by everyone. 

Then embarking again, we now had the 
black night before us, and our pilot reporting 
two very dangerous points where the enemy 
had out pickets of both cavalry and infantry, 
we were charged to pass these places in abso- 
lute silence, our arms not to be used unless we 
were fired upon, and then in that emergency 
we were to get out of the way with all possible 
speed and pull down stream in order to sur- 
prise and capture one of the gunboats before 
the enemy’s pickets could carry the news of 
our raid to then. 

In one long line, in consequence of the nar- 
rowness of the stream, did we pall noiselessly 
down, but no interrupting pickets were dis- 
covered, and at about 3:39 o'clock we found 

urselves on the broad estuary of Newberne 
bay. 

Then closing up in double column, we puiled 
for the lights of the city, even up to and close 
in around the wharfs theinselves, looking, but 
in vain, for our prey. Nota gunboat could be 
seen—none were there. As the day broxe we 
hastened for shelter to @ smallisiand up the 
stream about three miles away, where we 
landed wpon our arrival, dragged our boats 
into the high grass, setting out numerous pick- 
etsat cnee. The remainder of us—those who 
were not on duty, tired and weary-—threw our- 
selves on the damp ground to sleep during the 
lone hours that must necessarily intervene be- 
fore we could proceed on our mission. 

Shortly after sunrise we heard firing by in- 
fantry; it was quite sharp for an hour, and 
* then it died away. It turned out to be, as we 
afterward learned, a futile attack by our lines 
under General Pickett on the works around 
Newberne. We were obliged to eat cold food 
ail that day, as no fires were permissible under 
any circumstances; 80 all we could do was to 
keep asharp lookout for the enemy, go to 
sleep again and wish for the night to come. 

About sundown one gunboat appeared on 
the distant rim of the bay; she came up and 
anchored off the city some five miles from 
where we were lying, and we felt that she was 

urgame. We began at once to calculate the 
nuinber of her guns and quality of her arma- 
ment, regarding her as our prize for certain. 

As darkness came upon us, to our great sur- 
prise and joy, a large ‘“‘launch,’’ commanded 
by Lientenant George W. Gift, landed under 
the lee of the islands. He had been by some 
curious circumstance left behind, but with his 
customary viger and daring, impressed a pilot, 
and taking all the chances, came down the 
Neuse boldly in daylight to join us in the pros- 
pective fight. His advent was a grand acgui- 
sition to our force, as he brought with him 
fifteen men and one howitzer. 

We were now called together again, the or- 
ders to cach boat’s crew reported, another 
prayer was offered up, and then, it being about 
9 o'clock, in double column we started directly 
for the lights of the gunboat, one of which 
was distinctly showing at each masthead. 
Pulling slowly and silently for four hours we 
neared her, and as her outlines became dis- 
tinct, te our great surprise we were hailed 
“man-of-war-fashion,’’ ‘‘Boat ahoy!” We 
were discovered, and, as we found out after- 
wards, were expected. 

This was a trying and testing moment. But 
Cominander Wood was equal to the emergency. 
Jumping up, he shouted: ‘Give way hard! 
Board at.once!’”’ The men’s backs bent and 
straightened on the oars, and the enemy at the 
same moment opened uponus with small arms. 
The long, black sides of the gunboat, with 
men’s heads and shoulders above them, could 
be distinctly seen by the line of red fire, and 
we realized immediately that the only place of 
safety for us was on board of her, for the fire 
was very destructive. Standing up in the 
boat with Commander Wood, and swaying to 
and fro by the rapid motion, were our marines 
firing from the bows, while the rest ofus, with 
only pistol in belt and our hands ready to grasp 
her black sides, were all anxious for the climb. 
Our coxswain, a burly, gamey Englishman, 
why, by gesture and loud..words, was encour- 
acing the crew, steering by the tiller between 
his knees, his hands eccupied in holding his 
pistols, suddenly fell forward on us dead,a 
ball having strack him fairlyin the forehead. 
The radder now having no guide, the boat 
swerved aside, and instead of our bows strik- 
ing at the gangway, we siruck the wheel 
house, so that the next boat, commanded by 
Lieutenant Loyall, had the deadly honor of 
being first on board. Leading his crew, as.be- 
came his rank, duty and desire, he jumped 
and pulled into the gangway now a blazing 
sheet of fiame, and being nearsighted, he 
having lost his glasses, stumbled and fell 
prone upon the deck of the gunboat, the four 
men who were following close 
upon his heels falling on top of 
him stone dead, killed by the enemy’s bullets; 
each one of the unfortunate fellows having 
from four to six of them in his body, as I 
found out later. Rising, Lieutenant Loyall 
sRook off his load of dead men, and by this 
time we had climbed up on the wheelhouse, 
Commander Wood’s long legs giving him an 
advantage over the rest of us. I was the 
closest to him, bat had nothing to do as yet, 
except to anxiously observe the progress of the 
“hand-to-hand” fighting below me. I could 
hear Wvod’s stentorian voice giving orders 
and encouraging the men, and then, in _ less 
than five minutes, I cvuld distinguish a 
Strance synchronous roar, but did not under- 


Stand what it meant at first, but soon it came j; 


plain: ‘She’s ours! She’s ours!’’ everybody 
crying at the top of their voices, in order to 
top the shooting, as only our men were on 
their feet. 
I then jumped down on the deck, and as I 
struck it I slipped and fell on my back and 
hands; rising immediately, I caught hold of 


@U Gilcersianding near me, who, with an {| 


oath, collared me and I threw up his revolver 
pa in time tomake myself known. It was 
eutenant Wilkinson, who, the moment he 
recognized me, exclaimed: “I’m looking for 
you, doctor, come here!” Following him a 
short distance in the darkness I examined a 
youth who was sitting in the lap of another 
and in feeling his head, I felt my hand slip 
down between his ears, and to my herror, dis- 
covered that his head had been cleft in two by 
a boarding sword in the hands of some giant 
of tie forecastie. It was Passed Midshipman 
Palmer Sanders, of Norfolk. Direct- 
ing his bedy, and these of all the 
Other killed to be laid: ont aft on 
the quarter deck, I went below looking 
for the wounded inthe wardroom where the 
lights were burning, and feund half a dozen 
With siight shots from revolvers. After I had 
finished my examination a half an hour had 
elapsed, and when I aseended to the deck 
again, [ heard the officers of the various corps 
reporting to Commander Wood: for immedi- 
atoly atter the capture of the vessel, accer ding 
to the orders, the engineers aud firemen had 
been sent dow n to the engine rooin to vet up 
Steam, and Lieutenant Loyall.as executive 
officer, with a number of seamen, had at- 
tempted to raise the anchor, east loose the 
cable which secured the Ship to the wharf just 
under the guns of Port Stenlieuson, while the 
mar.nes, In charge of their proper otlicers, were 
stationed at the gangways and guarding the 
prisoners. Tho lieutenant, midshipmen and 
others manned the guns, of which there were 
Six li-inch; as it was the intention to con- 
vert her int») a confederate inan-of-war at once 
and under tke captured flag go out to sea 
and take or destroy +ss many. of the 
vessels of the eneimy as possible. But all our 
velt-laid plans were abortive: the engineers 
reported the fires out, and that it would be fn- 
tile to attempt to get up steam under an hour. 
Lieutenant Loyall, too, reported after very 
hard work that it was useless to spend any 
more me in trying to unshackle the chains, 


, as the ship had been moored to a buoy, unless 


we could have hours in which to perform the 
work. Jnstat this moment, too, to bring 
ie. = a — ag oe pen we 
opened fire u on us wi ‘perm pen ae oe 
pened fre upon Us with small arms, grape and 
solid shot; some of the men who had escaped 
from the ship having reported the state of af- 
fairs on board, and this was the result. 

In about fifteen minutes a solid shot or two 
had disabied the waiking beam, andit then 
became evident to all, that we'were ina trap.to 
escape from which depended on hard work and 
Strategy. How to extricate ourselves in safety 
from the thus far successful expedition was 
the question, but events proved thatour com- 
mander was equal} the emergency. Very 
calmly and clearly, he directed me to remove 
all the dead and wounded tothe boats, which 
tue several crews were now hauling to the lee 
side of the vessel, where they would be pro- 
tected from the shots fromthe fort. Tie order 
was soon carried out by willing hands, and 
they were distributed as equally as possible, 
each boat in&charge of its own proper officer, 
and subjected to thatrigid discipline char- 
acteristic of the navy, manned by their 
regular crews, and as they laid in 
double lines hugging the protected lee of the 
ship as closely as possible, it was a splendid 
picture of what a body of trained men can be 
under cirenmstances of great danger. 

After an extended search through theship’s 
deck’s above and below, we found that we. 
had removed all the dead and wounded, and 
then when the search was reported ended, 
Commander Wood, still on deck giving his 
orders, although the fire from the fort was 
very deadly and searching, he called up four 
lieutenants to him, to whom he gave in- 
structions as follows: Two of them were to go 
below in the forward part of the ship, and the 
other two in the after part, where, from their 
respective stations, they wero to fire the 
vesse!,and not leave her until her decks were all 
ablaze; then, at that juncture, they were to re- 
turn to their proper boats and report. The 
remainder of us were lying on our oars while 
orders for firing were being carried out, and 
soon we saw great columns of red flame shoot 
upward out of the forward hatch and ward- 
room upen which the four officers joined their 
boats. Immediately, by the glare of the burn- 
ing ship, we could see the outlines of the fort, 
with its depressed guns, and the heads and 
Shoulders of the men manning them. As the 
blaze grew larger and fiercer, their eyes were 
so dazzled and blinded that every one of our 
ten boats pulled away out into the broad 
estuary, safe and untouched; then we all 
realized fully our adroit and successful escape. 

Some years after the affair, I met one of the 
federal officers who was in the fort at the time, 
and he told me that they were not only com- 
pletely blinded by the flame which prevented 
them from seeing us, but they were also 
stampeded by the knowledge that there were 
several tons of powder in the magazine of the 
vessel, which, when exploded, would probably 
blow the fort to pieces, 30 naturally, they did not 
remain very leng after they were aware that 
the ship had been fired. This all occurred as 
we expected; we, in our boats ata safe dis- 
tance of more than halfa mile, saw the ‘‘Under- 
writer’? blow up, and distinetly heard the 
report of the explosion, but those at the fort, 
about the same distance from the ship, had 
soucht a refuge, luckily. 

Fortunately there were no casualities at this 
stace of the expedition. I boarded boat after 
boatin my capacity as surgeon, attending to 
the requirements of those who demanded im- 
mediate aid, and I witnessed many amusing 
scenes, for among the prisoners were some old 
‘‘men-of-war’s men,’’ former shipmates of 
mine in the federal navy vears before, and of 
the other ofticers also. Their minds were 
greatly relieved when I made known to them 
who their captors were, and that their old sur- 
geon was present, and asa natural consequence 
they would be treated well. 

Continuing to pull for the remainder of the 
night, we sought and found by the aid of our 
pilot a safe and narrow creek, up which we 
ascended, and at sunrise hauled our boats up 
on a beach; there we carefully lifted our 
wounded men out, placed them under the 
shelter of the trees in the grass, and made them 
as comfortable as possible under the circum- 
stances. Then we laid out the dead and, 
after carefully washing and dressing them, as 
soon as we had partaken of our breakfast, of 
which we were in so much need, ali hands 
were called, a long - pit was dug in the sand, 
funeral services were held, the men buried 
and each grave marked. Weremained there 
all that day recuperating our exhausted mus- 
cles, and when night came agaifi we em- 
barked on our return trip. All through that 
night and the four succeeding ones we cau- 
tiously pulled up the rapid Neuse, doing most 
of our work in the darkness, unti], when near- 


ing Kingston, we could with impunity pullin | 


daylight. 

Arriving at Kingston, the boats 
dragged up the hill to the long train of gon- 
dola cars, Which had been waiting for us, and 
then was presented an exhibition of sailors’ 
ingenuity. The boats were placed upright on 
an even keel lengthwise on the flat cars, and 
so securely lashed by ropes, that the officers, 
men, and even the wounded, seated in them as 
if on the water, comfortably and safely made 
the long journey of a day and two nights to 
Petersburgh. Arriving there the boats were 
unshipped into the Appomatox river and the 
entire party floated down it to City Point, 
where it debouches into the James. It was 
contemplated that when City Point was 
reached, tomake a dash at any one federal 
gunboat, should there be the slighest prospect 
of success, but learning from our scouts on our 
arrival after dark, that the gunboats and 
transports at anchor there equalled the num- 
ber of our own at least, so we had to abandon 
our ideas of trying to make a capture, and 
were compelled to hug the opposite bank very 
closely, where the river is nearly four miles 
wide, and in that manner slip up the James, 
pulling hard against the current. By the next 
evening we arrived, without any further ad- 
yenture, at Drury’s Bluff, where we disem- 
barked. Our boats were shown as mementoes 
of the searching fire we had been subjectcd to, 
for they were all perforated by many minnie- 
balls, the white wooden plugs inserted into the 
holes averaging fourteen to each boat engaged. 
They were all shot into them from ‘‘stem to 
stern,’’ lengthwise! 

Among ih many incidents that occurred on 
the trip, there were two which left a lasting 
impression on my mind, and to this day they 
are as vivid as if they bad happened yesterday. 
As we were stepping into the boats at the 
island that night, the lights of the gunboat 
plainly visible from the spot where we stood, 
a bloody, serious action inevitable, several of 
the midshipmen, youth-like, were gaily chat- 
ting about what they intended to 
do, joyous and confident, and chosing 
each other for mates to ht - to 
gether shoulder to shoulder, when one of 
them who stood near me in the darkness, 
made the remark, as a conclusion, as we were 
taking our place in the

boats: “I wonder,

boys, how inany of us will be up in those stars 
by tomorrow morning?” This rather jarred 
on the ears of we older ones, and looking 
around to see whoit was that had spoken, 
recognized the bright and handsome Palmer 
Sanders; poor fellow, he was the only one ofthe 
middy’s who took his flight, though many of 
the others were severely wounded ! 

On ourroute down to Kingston by rail, we 
were obiiged to make frequent stops for wood 
and water; atevery station the young mid- 
shipmen swarmed into the depots and houses, 
full of their fun and deviltry, making friends 
of the many pretty girls gathered there, who 
asked all manner of questions as to the strange 
sight of beats on cars filled with men ina uni- 
form new to them. The young gent!emen ex- 
plained very glibly what they were going to 
do. ‘To board, capture and destroy as man 
of the eneiny’s gunboats as possible!’’ “Well, 
when you return,” replied the girls, ‘‘be sure 
that you bring us some relics; flags, etc.” 
‘Yes! We’il doit,” answered the boys, ‘But 
what will you give usin exchange?” ‘*Why, 
only thanks, of course!” ‘That won’t do! 
Give us a kiss for each flag, will you?’’ With 
blushes and much confusion, the girls con-

PARAGRAPHIC PENGILINGS 


Oliver Wendell Holmes is by turns poet, 
physician and theologian. As Mrs. Malaprop 
would say, ‘‘He is like Cerberus, three gentle- 
men at once.’’ In the September number of 
The Atlantic Monthly he has theusual install- 
ment of his serial papers, ‘‘Over the Teacups.”’ 
Judging from his avowed preference of Walter 
Whitman to Ralph Waldo Emerson, he has 
fallen intellectually, as well as physically, into 
“the sere and yellow leaf."" We infer some 
measure of senility also, from his slip-shod 
discussion of the dogma of endless punish- 
ment, which he pertly styles the “Christian 
Tartarus.’”’ Dr. Holmes, with most of his 
tribe, has evidently drifted into the views of 
Murray and Winchester, who first startled 
orthodox New England with the announce- 
ment of the final salvation of all men. Most 
certainly, if the old Puritans could “‘revisit 
the glimpses of the moon,’’ they would not 
recognize their descendants, as of that sturdy 
race that were wont to devote Sunday after- 
noon to pious and pleasant meditations ‘‘on 
the goodness of God in the damnation of little 
children.’’ 

It isan open secretin literary circles that 
there is a class of southern writers who affect 
liberality of spirit on some sectional issues as 
a means of securing ‘“‘print and pay’’ in north- 
ern magazines and metropolitan journals. 
Verily, they have their reward in a mess of 
pottage, seasoned with the hearty contempt of 
our best southern people. 

This toryism in literature is a compound of 
vileness and littleness. On the score of 
meanness and mendacity it would shame 
the ghost of Benedict Arnold, and crimson 
the cheek of Titus Oates were he once more in 
the flesh. It is needless to name them; as they 
are widely knownin both sections. In the 
lifetime of my very doar friend, Colonel James 
O. Waddell, he was shamefully snubbed by a 
northern publisher by the offer of a paltry 
price for an ably written monograph of 
Stephen A. Douglass. He handed .2e 
the manuscript for examination. After read- 
ing it I was so struck with its superior liter- 
ary merit that I urged him to send it to The 
Edinburgh Review. He did so, and it was ac- 
cepted with thanks and the prompt remittance 
of fifty pounds sterling as compensation. 

Of course, the strong conservative tone of 
the article had much to do with its virtual 
rejection in the one and its cordial acceptance 
in the other instance. 

On the other hand, any Martinus Scriblerus 
who will say a eulogistic word of Abe Lin- 
coln, speak hopefully and lovingly of the 
negro as “‘a man and brother,"’ inject into his 
manuscript a few rhetorical flourishes about 
the ‘‘old flag,’’ and berate the ‘‘old south’’ 
for its barbaric methods, will have a gracious 
welcome from the average northern editor. 
But, asin the case of Waddell, if there is 
aught in his writing that savors of that which 
they stigmatize as bourbonism, he is straight- 
way shown the journalistic door. 

It has been said that as Columbus neared 
the shores of the new world he was cheered by 
the sight of driftwood and the yet more sig- 
nificant flight of strange birds of rare plftmage 
that hovered about the yards 
and masts of his little fleet. 

It is further related that during the night 
that preceded his great discovery the lookout 
of the Pinta, the flag-ship, shouted, ‘‘A light! 
alight!’’ and the sailors on deck claimed to 
hear the distant hum of human voices. May 
it not be that as a voyager to the eternal shore 
draws nigh that ‘undiscovered country,’’ he 
may hear the gentle murmurs of spirit voices? 
Call it superstition, and yet it may be as 
Addison’s Cato suggests, the intimations of 
‘the divinity that stirs within us.’’ Hamlet’s 
friend, Horatio, was sadly lacking in spiritual 
insight and outlook. There are many;Horatios 
in this matter-of-fact generation who need to 
be admonished that there are ‘‘more things in 
Heaven and on earth than are dreamed of in 
their philosophy.’’ Alas for the blindness of this 
beggarly philosophy thatin the things of the 
spirit cannot see beyond the tip of its nose! 

Alexander Pope was esteemed by his con- 
temporaries a hard man void of sentiment, 
yet in his private correspondence with Swift 
he sometimes exhibited quite a degree of 
tenderness. For example, in one of his letters 
evidently not designed for the public eye, he 
says: ‘‘In every friend we lose, we lose a part 
of ourselves, perhaps the best part. God keep 
those we have left!’’ 

This is ths experience and the feeling of 
most men who are on the _ = shady 
side of fifty. By that time 
the majority realizo the impressivenes of 
Halleck’s couplet, 

There is no union here of hearts 
That has not here an end. 

At such a junoture the hope of reunion and 
recognition spans like a bow of promise the 
valley of death. 


Jonathan Edwards, of so late a period as the 
last century, would be shocked by such an 
utterance as the following, which Holmes 
quotes approvingly: ‘‘If there be such a world 
as used to be talked of in the pulpit, you may 
depend upon it there will be soon organized a 
humane society in heaven and a mission es- 
tablished among ‘the spirits in prison.’ ’’ The 
thought and sentiment of this were borrowed 
either from Dorner or, most probably 
from one Henry Giles, a Unitarian minister, 
who somo years ago published “Sermons of 
Consolation.”’ In one of these discourses he 
expresses the opinion that glorified spirits 
might go cn an embassy of mercy to their 
loved ones who were in perdition. 

Why will some folks persist in wiiting 
‘‘programme’’—program—when Webster says 
the latter orthography is bad? For the same 
reason perhaps that divinesin repeating the 
Lord’s prayer say “‘evil’’ instead of “‘evel’’ 
and trespass accented on the second syllable 
instead of the first. Is it affectation or care- 
lessness or a little of both. 

Dr. Alexander Means was for many years 

connected with the faculty of Emory college, 
either as president or professor. He was a 
chemist of widespread distinction, occupying 
for a series of years the chair of chemistry in 
the Georgia Medical college. He was especially 
noted for his thoroughness as an electrician. 
On that subject he was indeed somewhat of an 
enthusiast, and fifty years ago predicted the 
marvelous development of electrical science 
which has come to passin these latter years. 
Colonel George W. Adair relates a conversa- 
tion with this remarkable scientist in 1848, in 
the run of which he stated as a profound con- 
viction that as a motor electricity 
was destined to supplant steam 
on railways and in the propuision 
ofall sorts of machinery. I remember well 
that both in the pulpit and on the platform he 
expressed himself in regard to electricity in a 
way that was regarded as extravagant 
and even fanciful. But the re 
searches and discoveries of twenty- 
five years have vindicated his 
wisdom. Thusitisthat “the philosophy of 
one age is the common sense of the next.”’ 


General Forrest, as a cavalry commander, 
had some of the best points of Francis Marion 
of revolutionary renown. The latter, by birth 
and blood, had that Huguenotic strain which 
shone so resplendently on the field of Ivry. 
Forrest was of pure English descent, like the 
Cold Stream Guards that broke the French 
squares at Waterloo. § As par- 


tisan = fighters, neither had any 


| odds as compared with the other. One of the 


most brilliant feats of Forrestwas when he 
outwitted and captured General Stiff and his 
raiders, thereby saying Rome from a fiery visi- 
tation. 

When afterwards he rode the full length of 
Broad street, gracefully bowing right and left, 
the Romans rent the heavens with their plau- 
dits. As Bill Arp said of Frank Rawles, when 
he had got the Oostanaula between him and 
the ‘‘blasted Yankees,’’ so the denizens of the 
Hill City were ‘“‘very humble," and in good 
mood for singing the long-meter doxology. 

Cousin John Thrasher was in the city some 
days since, shaking hands with a host of 
friends. In conversation with the writer— 
whom he has known from childhood—he re- 
lated an incident that will bea revelation to 
many Atlantians. In 1842 he attended what 
was known in those days as a ‘“‘gander 
pulling,’’ celebrated, or solemnized— 
whichever term the reader may  pre- 
fer—in front of the site where now stands the 
First Presbyterian church in Atlanta. 
‘‘Cousin John,”’ as usual in such athletic sports, 
was the successful contestant and captured 
the prize. He says that an old preacher of 
the Methodist persuasion on the next Sabbath 
pitched into Thrasher and the gander and 
landed both in sheol. He confessed that he 
was greatly vexed by the parson’s assault, but 
the worst result that followed it was that 
it defeated a matrimonial engagement on 
which his heart was set. However, as he 
says, he has survived it all, and is now, at 
seventy-three years of age, as hale and happy 
as most men at fifty. 


The best of all the war ballads of the north 
or south is “Little Giffin of Tennessee,’”’ by 
Dr. F. O. Ticknor, of Columbus, Ga. Dr. 
Ticknor wrote other exquisite verses, amongst 
them several poems for Scott’s Magazine. 
“Little Giffin” has the ring and the inspira- 
tion of the best things that are preserved in 
“Percy’s Reliquies’’ of old. English min- 
‘Strelsy. 

We grant that Whittier’s ‘‘Barbara Frit- 
chie’’ is excellent. So Harry Flash and 
Mrs. Preston and Father Ryan and William 
Cullen Bryant and a few others wrote some 
admirable war poems, but not one of them soared 
to the -empyrean heights of Ticknor in the 


often published ballad we here subjoin: 
LITTLE GIFFIN OF TENNESSEE. 

Out of the focal and foremost fire, 

Out of the hospital walls as dire, 

Smitten of grapeshot and gangrene, 

(Eighteenth battle and he sixteen !) 

vies such as we seldom see, 

Little Giffin of Tennessee. 


“Take him and weloome,” the surgeon said, 
“Much your doctor can help the dead.” 

And 80 we took him and brought him where 
The balm was sweet on the summer air, 
And we laid him down on a wholesome bed, 
Utter Lazarus, heal to head ! 


Weary war with bated breath, 
Skeleton boy against skeleton death, 
Months of torture--how many such 
Weary weeks of the stick and crutch! 
Still a glint in the steel-blue eye 
Spoke of a spirit that wouldn’t die. 


And didn’t—nay more !—in death's despite 
The crippled skeleton learnéd to write: 
“Dear Mother,” at first, of course, and then 
‘Dear Captain,” inquiring about the ‘‘men.” 
Captain’s answer: “Of eighty and five, 
Giffin and I are left alive.’ 


‘Johnston’s pressed at the front, they say ;”’ 

Little Giffin was up and away. 

A tear, his first, as he bade good-bye, 

Dimmed the glint of his steel-blue eye. 

“Ill write, if spared.’”’” There was news of fight, 
But none of Giffin; he didn’t write. 


I sometimes mag that, were I king 

Of the princely Knights of the Golden Ring, 
With the song of the minstrel in mine éar, 
And the tender legend that trembies here, 
I'd give the beat on his bended knee; 

Yes, barter them all for the loyalty 

Of Little Giffin of Tennessee.

PLUNKETT IN VIRGINIA 


ON HIS WAY HOME THE OLD MAN 


STOPS OVER aaa 


+ And Visits the Battle Fields on His Route— 


Richmond as ItWas and as It Is— 
Other Matters. 


Ricumonp, Va., October 9.—From the time 
We crossed the Potomac coming south I have 
kept my eyes wide open and _everywhere is so 
different from what it was in the sixties. 

In the region of Winchester we spent er 
day and prosperity surely crowns the land. 
All the way down the valley to Staunton plenty 
is present, and peace has rebuilt the bridges 
ercross the streams that the soldiers uster 
wade. When I looked upon the Shenandoah 
I shivered, for every old soldier remembers 
the cold water of that stream. To look at this 
section now, it does not seem that there was 
er time whener fellow was glad to get er 
green apple for his dinner erlong there. 

The old Blue Ridge stands unchanged = 
unchangeable, but we crossed it through er 
tunnel, and it was not anything like the cross- 
ing over of the army. 

Nothing would do the old ’oman but what 
We must stop er day at Fredericksburg. She 
wanted to see the grave of Washington’s 
mother, and there it was, with only—

to mark it from other tombs. I had seed this 
grave durance of the war, and got behind it 
once, but the yankees didn’t respect it any 
more than they did anything else; and, it’s er 
little sad, but it don’t seem that anybody 
respects itnow. In these days of monument 
building it would be er good notion to attend 
to this woman’s grave—Virginians ought to 
see tothis. But er fellow from Georgia ought 
not to grumble, for a monument to I. R. R. 
Cobb stands at the foot of Marie’s Heights to 
mark the spot where he fell. 

We went to the top of Marie’s Heights 
and looked down upon -Fredericksburg. 
When I looked from here in war times the 
church spires were tottering and splintered in- 
to threads by the cannon balls, but they are 
steady and new now, and everything points to 
the blessing of peace. We drove from here 
along the ridge and took our lunch at the old 
Chancellorsville tavern. We sit down on the 

ass beside the old plank road, and as the 

irds chirped and flitted among the pines we 
thought of how different, but never mind, 
all old soldiers know what this country was 
then. But now prosperity reigns, and fine 
a are being gathered from off these battle- 
elds. 

And Richmond. How different this city 
would seem to the old soldiers who served 
here durance of the war. From where I sit I 
can view Main street up and down for half a 
mile. Everything seems calm and serene and 
the working folks are filing from the market 
with welldilled baskets of good Virginia beef 
for the morrow’s breakfast. The last time 
that I looked upon this street troops were hur- 
rying through to battle. ‘Knapsacks were 
thrown tothe right and to the left, and Rich- 
mond’s women and children were crowding 
the sidewalks with water and provisions which 
the soldiers received upon the run. Ambu- 
Jances filled with bleeding soldiers rolled con- 
tinuously along then, where now the whistling 
boy cracks his whip over the horse in the de- 
livery wagon and hackmen pass each other in 
a lively trot, on business bent. 

The old hospitals which stood at each end of 
this street are no more to be seen. The build- 
ings upon every block which were then filled 
with disabled soldiers, are not remembered 
now, and tobacco factories are holding their 

lace. The old prison down on the river bank 
is gone and all that you can see that looks like 


it did in war-times is the water of the James } 


foaming over the shoals, and up the river the 
railroad bridge that crosses to Petersburg. 

We went outas far as the Chichahominy 
today, and along its banks, in that same black 
mud which all old soldiers 80 well remember 
and so much despise, fine fields of corn aré 
ripening. We tooka ride upon a little boat 
down the James in the after- 
noon, and at Drewry’s bluff I looked 
in vain for the debris that filled the river just 
below to keep back the yankee gunboats. 
Down er little further we met a merry crowd 
coming up and the waving of handkerchiefs 


from the decks andthe gleeful shouts was 


mighty different from what we uster expect 
and receieve in that region. 

Richmond is not so frisky and pushing as 
Atlanta is, but er solid prosperity seems set- 
tled here. Before I left Georgia it was might 
common to see the eo of Fitzhugh Lee ad- 
vertising er brand of tobacco. I thought it 
mighty i thater great man like Lee 
would allow himself to be used in such a way, 
but I don’t think so strange of it now, for Vir- 
ginia is er tobacco country and Richmond is er 
tobacco city, and anything that advertises them 
on this line is allright here, but I do think he 
ought to pull off his confederate uniform.

HOWREN ON “THE TRAMP.” 


“The Omnipotence that Gives Wings to a 
Bird Will Not Damn It for Flying.” 
From The Charleston News and Courier. 


The following extracts are taken from one of 
Henry Howren’s playful, pathetic sketches, 
which was written soon after he came to 
Charleston in 1884, and first appeared in the 
Berkeley Gazette. 

Mr. Howren then led the life of a veritable 
Bohemian, and his thoughts were bent on any- 
thing rather than the eternal verities, but the 
closing sentences of the article show the vein 
of sober thought and pathos which he could 
not utterly suppress. The theology is perhaps 
heterodox, and reads as if written as another 
**A pologia pro Vita Sua.”’ 

‘“‘Charleston seems to be remarkably free 
from tramps at this time. This may be attrib- 
uted more tothe season of the year than to 
any decrease of their numberf. For like his 
distant cousin, the millionaire, whom he can 
imitate as well as envy, the tramp spends his 
summers north and his winters south. 

“The tramp is the peculiar product of our 
American civilizatién. Heis an excressence 
which has risen wart-like and unbidden upon 
the surface of the body politic. The tramp is 
sui gencris. He has neither counterpart nor 
companion on the earth, nor in the waters un- 
der the earth. ‘Ho is nobody’s darling, and 
nobody cares for him’—except the policeman. 

“The tramp resembles the wind in one ro- 
spect—it.is uncertain where he comes from, 
whither heis going. Like the mule, whose 
aversion to work he shares, he seems to be 
without pride of ancestry or hope of posterity. 
His character ig a moral medley of strange and 
contradictory traits. He will fight if you im- 
peach his veracity, and he will steal the nails 
out of a barrel hoop if you give him a chance. 
Hic is a democrat in one town and a republican 
in another; he is a devout believer in Christi- 
anity today and a roaring infidel tomorrow; 
his conscience isa regular kaleidoscope, and 
the changes are adapted to his surroundings, 
the main object always being a sufficiency of 

rations and grog. In regard to edibles he is 
easy to please. He loves cold victuals with an 
ardor that approximates sentimentality itself; 
and when by the pale, tremulous light of an 
autumnal moon he stands upon the sward in 
the park, like Agamemnon on theeve of bat- 
tle, and holds one end of a second-hand back- 
bone in his greasy fist and the other between 
his grinding molars, the sound produced is 
like the noise of rising waters. 

“The tramp, whatever may be said against 
him, eats the bread of toil all the days of his 
life. It ain’t his toil, of course, but there’s 
nothing mean about him; he is satisfied with 
the bread. But when it comes to the pleasures 
of a flowing bowl, the tramp takes a stand on 
higher ground. He is particular to the last de-

And when the eventide overtake him,whether 
it be in the forest wild or in the blithe and 
gliadsome springtime, or in hoary, freezing 
winter, it recks but little to him, for with crea- 
tion for his coverlet and a crosstie for his pil- 
low, he can sleep the sleep of the just. 

‘Like the rest of us, the tramp has his loves 
and aversions. But in purely personal matters 
he allows his prejudice to warp his judgment. 
He hates women and woodsaws, because the 
former point him to the latter, and repeat the 
orimeval curse to man, ‘By the sweat of thy 

row shalt thou earn thy bread.’ A tram 
remarked with muck feeling that ‘no lady h 
ever acted the gentleman to him yet.’ Inthis 
instance he was borne out by the facts. He 
was also borne out by the policeman on a 
stretcher when the old washwoman to whom 
he had made the remark was taken off his 
disfigured remains. 

‘The tramp is neither a convert nora fol- 
lower of Horace Greeley, He rafely dies like 
Greeley did, and he never goes west to grow 
up with the country like Greeley told other 
ays todo. He does not die for fear it would 

harder to shirk work in the next world than 
itisin this. And he declines the west with 
thanks, because there the uncouth plow line 
is woven into a garland for the neck of the 
ragged stranger and the song of the six-shooter 
is heard in the land. a * © ad 

“But, with all his foibles and failures, the 
tramp isa human being. God made him, and 
he is aboard the same ship and bound for the 
same port as the rest of us. Some of us who 
laugh at him now may not laugh at him al- 
ways. He may look differently when we cease 
to ‘see —— a glass darkly.’ His character 
may be a rudderless craft driven on by unseen 
hands. If he has been a slave to passion, those 
passions are a part of him, and he did not 
make himself. The Omnipotence that gives 
wings toa bird will not damn it for flying. 
The tramp goes through life like an arrow 
through the air. The cradle behind him is the 
bow out of which he is hurled, and the grave 
ahead of him is the target at which he is 
aimed. 

“Let us not jeer at him as he hastens and 
hungers along. Some day, tired of life and 
limb, he will lie down sick in this world, and 
wait to get well in another. And when the 
angel that upholsters the heavens comes at 
eventide * * he will unbar the jasper 

ates, and the tramp who never had a home 
fore will enter in and find a welcome—a wel- 
come to the country where rivers never fail and 
whose blossoms never fade, a country where 
the green turf does not hide a single grave; 
where the hoofs of the pale horse, Death, never 
clatter on the sapphire pavements, and of 
whose King is written: ‘He will wipe away 
all tears from their eyes.”’

In 
many ways he was a remarkable 
man, but the world remembers with no pleas- 
ure his scheme for gaining power by bringing 
about the marriage of his nephew to a Spanish 
princess. 

The count of Paris was a figure of national 
prominence when he was only ten years old. 
When,in February, 1848, his grandfather, 
Louis Philippe, was overcome by the rising 
tide of popular fury, he tried to save 
the throne to the house of Orleans by 
&# hasty abdication in favor of the young count. 
‘The duchess d’ Orleans presented herself with 
the young count atthe chamber of deputies

IN EXILE IN ENGLAND. 
“One of the effects of the abdication,’ says 
he New York Herald, ‘‘was to give the 
Count of Paris and his brother what might be 
‘Called an English education of the most 
‘thorough character. They livedin England, 
became acquainted wtth English ways and 
etustoms and formed a great attachment for 
that country. 
“The count of Paris was born in the 
Tuileries on St. Bartholmew’s day, August 24- 
, and has therefore just passed his fifty. 
Second birthday. The direct male line of 
uis XIV being extinct, with the insignifi- 
Cant exception of Don Carlos of Spain, the 
title of the Bourbons to the French throne 
descends to the direct male line of his 
brother, the duke of Orleans, above men- 
tioned. This constitutes the claim of the 
count of Paris, and this is why his friends. and 
supporters think he ought to be wearing the 
;ftown of France today. He is the head of the

He was a young man of twenty-three, tall, 
strongly built and of gallant presence.

September 28, 1861. The princes stipulated 
that they should -be permitted to. serve without 
pay with the privilege of resigning when they 
chose. General Martin T. MeMahon, General 
John E. Sickles, John Jacob Astor and Gen- 
eral Horace Porter were aides among McClel- 
lan’s staff at the same time. General. McClel- 
lan was at that time in the full enjoyment of 

~opular favor. Serving on his staff and 

rought into close relations with him, itis not 
strange that the yonng count should have con- 
ceived adeep admiration for “Little Mac,” 
which is so continually manifested in the 
‘History of the Civil War in America,’ the 
remarkable book which the count of Paris af- 
terward wrote. 

“For more than ayear the count of Paris 
served with McClellan, particpating in all 
the battles of the Army of the Potomac. 
When the inferference of Louis Napoleon in 
Mexico threatened to disturb the pleasant 
relations between the United States and 
France the count deemed it advisable to retire 
from our army and return once more to 
England. 

AN OLD COMRADRE’S PRAISES. 

“The count comes to this country to criticise 
his new history of McClellan’s campaigns in 
the light of later observations and to per- 
sonally review the topography of the country 
through which he passedin the stormy days 
of the war. General Sickles says of his old 
companion in arms: ‘The profound interest 
he has always taken in American institutions, 
and inthe progress of this country, indicate 
the bent of his mind and his sympathies with 
free institutions, and-I am sure that nothing 
will afford him more satisfaction than. to see 
the abundant evidences of our growth since 
the war. I may say that, although the count 
will fulfil every duty devolving upon him as 
the representative of the royal family of 
France, he has no political ambitions, and 
would not permita drop of blood to be shed 
to help him to the throne.”’ 

AGAIN EXILED FROM FRANCE. 

‘The count of Paris lived in France during 
the Thiers presidency, leading the quiet life of 
& private gentleman and apparently taking no 
part whatever in the political strife of the 
country. But when the republicans became 
more aggressive it was felt that the influence of 
the [court of Paris in local political affairs was 
being used injuriously to the republic’s safety. 
However unjust this suspicion was it resulted 
in the passage of the law excluding all princes 
Claiming the throne from French soil. The 
countof Paris made a dignitied protest and 
retired to England, where he has since lived 
in the suburbs of London asa private gentle- 
man. 

THE YOUNG DUKE’S ARREST. 

“The monotony of exile was broken by an 
incident, fresh to our readers, which occurred 
last year. The eldest son of the prince, who 
now accompanies his father, crossed the line 
from Switzerland to France, suddenly ap- 
peared at a prefecture one morning, caimly 
announced himself as a Frenchman desiring 
to serve his country as a soldier in her armies, 
as prescribed Ly law, and asked to be enrolled 
and assigned to military duty. 

‘*The prefect reported the fact to the min- 
ister of the interior. As by law no prince hav- 
ing claims to the throne could only enter 
France under penalty of being punished for 
misdemeancr, the minister ordered the arrest 
of the young prince and his confinement in the 
conciergerie, the same prison from which his 
great-grandfather was borne forth to be guil- 
lotined. He was tried for infraction of the 
law, sentenced to two years’ imprisonment and 
conveyed to an inland fertress, where he re- 
mained for several months. The imprison- 
ment was believed to be only a nominal one, 
and there was no desire on the part of Presi- 
dent Carnot seriously to punish the annbitious 
young nobleman.”’

TALE OF AN OCEAN TRAMP. 


A Buoy’s Wide Wanders on the Waste of 
Waters. 
From The Philadelphia Record. 

A strange story of the ramblings of an ocean 
wanderer, extending over a period of four 
years, fs told in the lastissue of the Atlantic 
pilotchart. In November, 1886, the Port Royal 
buoy went adrift and floated off into the gulf 
stream, where it was next seen on Christmas 
eve of 1886, having gradually worked its way 
northward by a series of tacks. Three months 
later it was sighted on the easterr edge of the 
stream, about 200 miles north of the Bermudas. 

Then it headed southwardly and was not 
heard from again until June 9, 1888, when it 
waa seen 600 miles northwest of the Burmudas. 
For two years it remained constant tothatsite, 
never straying more than 100 miles from its 
rendezvous. Then it set out upon another 
southern tour, and on September 15th last it 
had again gone below the latitude of the 
Bermudas, but keeping 500 or 600 miles to the 
eastward of the islands. 

When last encountered the ocean vagrant 
was looking none the worse for having knocked 
around in many climes for years, exposed to 
the tempest’s fury and the cyclone’s wrath. If 
the itinerary of those four rolling years of life 
on the ocean wave could somehow have been 
automatically recorded, the record would far 
transcend in interest any romance of the deep 
that Marryatt or Russeil has given to mani- 
kind. What gruesome tales it might reveal of 
half-boozy skippers in the weird watches of 
the night, descrying in speechless terror the 
horrid front of the supposed sea-serpent! And 
withal, what a strangely instructive chapter it 
might unfold of the mysteries of the gulf 
stream and other ocean currents.

The Long Walk to and from 
School. 


PLEASURES OF HOPE AND MEMORY. 


The Contrast Which Is Drawn Be 
tween Youth and Age. 


We sce that Dr. Curry, that great and good 
man, is writing the reminiscences of his youth. 
Blow lovingly he proceeds with his work! 
How gushingly he tells of his old school days, 
and the halos and rainbows that gilded his 
childhood! How reverently he writes of the 
grand old men of the olden time, for there 
were giants in those days! How feelingly he 
records his companionship with the family 
megroes—the servants of the household who 
were contented and happy and trusting, 
and who loved and honored every 
member of their master’s family, and 
were loved by them!

THE SLATE QUARRIES. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THEIR DIS8- 
COVERY LONG AGO. 


In Cutting Outa Road In 1854, Slate Was 
Discovered in Large Quantities—The 
Development Since Then. 


RocKMART, Ga., October 11.—[Special.]— 
More than thirty years ago slate was discovered 
near what was then known as Van Wert, Ga., 
Rockmart’s predecessor by very many years. 
It will perhaps be of interest to the many 
readers of THE CONSTITUTION to know some- 
thing of the origin and discovery of these 
fainous quarries, whose products have for so 
many years contributed in no inconsiderable 
measure tothe volume of roofing slate con- 
sumed in different sections of the south. 

Away back in 1854, Major Joseph G. Blance, 
who moved from Savannah, Ga., to Van 
Wert, and who owned extensive landed inter- 
ests in this Cherokee section, had a road cut 
from Van Wert in the direction of where 
Rockmart now stands for the purpose of open- 
ing up a route to a site where he bad determ- 
ined to erect a grist mill. In about three or 
four hundred yards of the location intended 
for the mill, it was found necessary 
to cut into the hillside at the base 
of which runs Euharleecreek. In moving the 
dirt from the hillside, the slate at a . hor: 
distance below the surface was denuded and 
exposed to view. Upon this disclosure was 
founded the belief that further investigation 
might not be fruitless, amd the mayor in a 
short time went north for an expertin this 
particular branch of mining. After a thorough 
examination, the expert reported the slate to 
be of excellent quality, and, toall appearances, 
in great quantity, a supposition which time 
has proven to be by no means groundless. 

With this assurance, Major Blance dismissed 
the expert, and, as the country was at that 
time quite sparsely settled and the demand for 
such material small, no further developments 
were made for three or four years. In the 
meantime, Major Blance died, and a company 
was organized for working the slate, 
atthe head of which company was 8S. W. 
Blance, son ofthe major. This enterprise 
proved to be a successful one, and for many 
a handsome returns were realized there- 
rom. 

Almost synchronous with this Colonel Sea- 
born Jones, who now lives at this place, 
opened a quarry within a stone’s throw of the 
one operated by the first company. This was 
also a prosperous venture, and the colonel’s 
most sanguine a were realized, and even 
su by the narvelous development of this 
valuable property. :

in mining slate In the northern states. Just 
after the war a company composed of three 
Welshmen leased the quarry now owned by 
Colone! Jones.. They were all men of very 
limited means when they began working the 
quarry. Ina few years they acquired a hand- 


sone competency and retired from the pursuit 
of their occupation, having made enough for 
themselves and families to live easily and 
comfortably upon. The quarry owned by 
Colonel Dever, which has been leased for sev- 
eral years past to a Welshman, is also paying 
large dividends, not only to the owner, but to 
the gentleman operating it. 

But this is not all. ill the readers of Tue 
CONSTITUTION believe that I am magnifying 
facts when I say that the quarries above men- 
tioned, both of which do not cover more than 


, three-fourths of an acre, have yielded over 


$400,000 worth of slates? 

Besides this also, the slate was hauled by 
wagons from Van Wert to Cartersville up to the 
year 1870, when the East and West railroad of 
Alabama was built and Rockmart was founded. 

First-class roofing slates average about $5 
per square on board the cars. Second-class 
slates bring about $3.50 per square. The 
Welshmen who have been mining this slate 
for years and who are good authority, say that 
the average cost of quarrying the slate is 
about $3.75 per square. The thickness of the 
beds from which this slate is taken varies 
from 250 to 400 feet. Wehave dsscussed the 
value of slate only so far as it was 
useful for roofing and school slates, but the 
area of consumption is oy rgan widening, and 
among the uses to which it may be apalied the 
following may be mentioned: Flagging. floor- 
ing. hearthstones, steps, platforms, lintels, 
turned balusters, laundry and bathtubs and 
meat and water tanks, cistern linings, brewery 
vats, butchers’ and curriers’ tables, black- 
boards, billiard table beds, bar fixtures, etc. 
The finest brick on earth can also be made 
from the slate rabbish which, unfit for roofing 
purposes, is pulverized and manufactured into 
this article. There are samples of these brick 
on exhibition.at Rockmart now which were 
made in Pennsylvania, and which are remark- 
ably smoothe and hard. They are said to be 
fireproof. It would be safe to say, at any rate, 
that they are capable of resisting great pres- 
sure, and would last for ages in pavements. 
The East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
Se railway, and the ast and West 

ailway of Alabama _ intersect within 
a half mile of the quarries, 
and hence the shipping facilities are excellent. 
Capital, with its natural tendency to rich 
mineral districts, is anxiously awaiting an 


, opportunity to lay hold of this huge property, 


and in a few years Rockmart will rank among 
the foremost business centers in the south in 
consequence of this great treasure. At the 
base of the mountain chain which contains the 
slate, rollsin tranquil beauty the limpid waters 
of proud Euharlee, a creek which for pleasing 
and attractive seenery has scarcely a superior, 
and the English significance of whose Indian 
name is ‘“‘laughing as it runs.”

PROVIDING UNIFORMITY IN ELEC- 
TION RETURNS IN THE STATE, 


As Well as a Uniform Method of Conduct- 
ing Elections—Captain Price Gilbert, of 
Muscogee, Will Introduce the Measure. 


Cotumsus, Ga., October 11.—[Special.]— 
The Enquirer-Sun will tomorrow publish the 
following: 

The Enquirer-Sun learned yesterday that 
the Hon. 8S. P. Gilbert, one of Muscogee’s rep- 
resentatives in the next legislature, is prepar- 
ing several bills of general importance which 
he will introduce early in the session. 

A reporter found Captain Gilbert in his 
office, who, in response to an inquiry touching 
the proposed measure, said: 

‘Yes, I have in mind several bills of a gen- 
eral character and of general importance to 
the state which I will introduce early after the 
meeting of the general assembly.’’ 

“Mr. Gilbert, have you any objections to 
giving The Enquirer-Sun now some informa- 
tion concerning those measures ?’’ 

“No, indeed, they are matters on which the 
public have a right to, and should, beinformed, 
and through the press they can best be brought 
to public attention. The first bill isone which 
I shall introduce. at the request of the State 
Bar Association, and was brought to their at- 
tention by the paper of Mr. F. D. Peabody, of 
this city, at the Augusta meeting last May. 
This billis of wide importance because it reyolu- 
tionizes the system of verdicts by juries requir- 
ing only a majority in place of the unanimous 
consent. This bill, as L have said, I will intro- 
duce by request, reserving my own opinion upon 
it until Ihave had time togive it thorough 
study and hear it fully discussed.

Jogical. The Greeks were fond of represent- 


~gng heroic characters—the capricious deities 


and valiant warriors, names bequeathed to 


posterity by Homer in his immortal epics. 


There were personages such as Achilles, 
Mars, Apollo, Jupiter and Ajax. On the 
other hand the names of Venus, Minerva, 
Fortuna, Niobe and Helen portrayed the cause 
and life of woman. These heroes and heroines 
were depicted in picturesque grandeur—ideals, 
beautifulin form and action, composed with 
rigid simplicity and proud bearing. In the 
portrayal of passion, the Greeks recognized but 
the idea of force, both inaction and expres- 
‘gion. The physical was the only property of 
i ; " 
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FIGURE Il, 
the body known to the Greeks. To them, the 
soul was but a phase of the physical man—one 
form of bodily force. 

An art based on such an idea of human 
nature must be lacking in sentiment, and it is 
thus true that Greek art was naive, but in no 
way sentimental. The emotions portrayed by 
the Greek sculptors were the passions of war- 
riors and gladiators—men of power and activ- 
ity, but insensible to the lofty virtues of the 
Christian religion. Few charactets of Greek 
art arouse pity or compassion. Some few ex- 
ceptions are the dying gladiators, the mourn- 
ful Niobe who has seen her beloved children 
shot down in her presence, and the serpent- 
entwined Laocoon. The Greek sculptors 
found their muse on the battle field or in the 
public resorts. Their art was clear, precise 
and sternly ideal in form and expression. 

The renaissance was an awakening 
of art to a mission—the  interpreta- 
tion of the Bible and the Christian 
traditions. In place of picturing the mythical 
deities, art now gave her inspiration to the 
portrayal of Christ and his followers, of the 
Virgin andthe saints. Biblical art became 
the expression of the most humane and _pro- 
found passions. Such an art, espousing the 
sause of the grandest sentiments, must neces- 
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heroic and individual, aiming to dignify 


life with a@ soul—to produce and for- 
ward belief. Greek art was superior 
“ ideal rps and esthetic endowment, while

Of all the motives dear to modern art, the 
Madonna has been the fayorite.” In the glow- 
ing traditions of the Virgin there isa fund of 
rich material for the artist, A blending of the 
grandest passions and emotions of woman 
made her the inspiring subject for all masters, 
whether skeptical or religious. Their art. be- 
came the espousal of a grand cause—the cause 
of love, of mothérly joys and sorrows. An un- 
deniable beauty of ideas was annexed 
by traditiongl right to an extensive scope for 
profusive detail and for great pictural oppor- 
tunities. The Madonna was the utter contrast 
to the cold goddesses of Greek art. She was 
the celestial symbol of womanly virtues—the 
most eloquent appeal within the range of 
universal sympathies. It was most natural 
that the church should foster the Madonna as 
a chief factor in the ritual—finding in her one 
of the mest potent agents for the cause of re- 
ligion. 

The Italians depicted the Virgin as the 
loftiest conception of womanly devotion and 
devoutness. On their canvases we see her as 
the maternal mourner of Christ—now at the 
crucifixion or entombment, bowed with sor- 
row, or at the ascension, radiant with joy. 
The favorite composition was that 
of the youthful mother holding 
the Christ-child in her arms. 
motive which inspired the masters of the “‘re- 
naissance”’ to their grandest efforts. 

In representing the Madonna, no strict ad- 
herence to any one type existed as in the case 
of the Christ heads. A male type allows of 
greater conventionality than that of a 
woman. Pictures of Christ are readily 
recognized by the unshorn Nazarene 
locks and unshaven beard. Even in 
Greek art we find that male types became con- 
ventidnalized as seen in the representations of 
Jupiter, Homer and Socrates. In all art the 
features of women have remained free from 
archetypes. The depicting of Venus, Helen, 
Judith, Jeanne d’Arc, and likewise of the 
Madonna has been left to the free will of the 
artist. The unique conventionality in the 
pictures of the Madonna is the slight draping 
or head-dress that has been sustained through 
all the schools of art. 

In Raphael we find the painter par excel- 
lence of Madonnas. He succeeded in giving 
her a beautiful and motherly expression, por- 
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FIGURE 4. 
trayed as the comely, hopeful and confident 
parent, holding the beloved child with mater- 
nal fondness and pride. In figures Nos. 2 and 
3, we have the master’s chief Madonnas. 
Here the theme is motherly love, abandon to 
deyotion. The mother is fondly caressing the 
Christ-child, who is maturely conscious and 
serious. Nothingis wanting in these mas- 
ter-productions. The composition is exceed- 
ingly masterly and developed with vigor and 
charming feeling. No false, ostensive detail 
mars the spirit of these conceptions. By virtue 
of special endowment, Raphael ranks above 
all his rivals in power of penetration. He in- 
cured uo risk by fantastic ingenuity.

© modern French masters have painted 
some excellent Madonnas among which is one 
from the brush of Dagnan-Bouveret—a con- 
ception of the subject in so ingenious a manner, 
developed with such charming method that the 
picture is full of an xgogere serenity.

The figure of the 
adonna is executed with unwonted grace, 
her countenance mildly expressive of devotion. 
The pictures of Gabriel Max have long be- 
come household favorites on both sides of the 
Atlantic. His Madonna, figure No. 1, isa 
poem of motherly love in color. Maxis fain- 
ous for his strength of ideal, and his drawing

an artist without becoming effeminate or ex- 
travagant in sentiment. ax is a Hungarian, 
but is of the German school of art as a painter. 
His method is to interpret an idea with a 
union of the real and ideal conceptions, always 
aiming to suppress the vulgar and common- 
place of realism. Goethe was fond of express- 
ing his idea of the perfect artist as being the 
master who could adopt that portion of real- 
ism into his work which would givea pulsa- 
tion to the ideal, and whocould preserve as 
much of the ideal as was necessary to give 
distinction to the real. Max seems to have 
fathomed this secret to no little extent. With 
him, art is never a servile copy of nature. His 
discrimination of sentiment is that of the poet 
or musician. 

“Seta poetto catch a poet” is a 
well-proven adage in literature and 
a rule which holds true in 
art. The artists find the best appreciation or 
the fiercest condemnation in the criticisms of 
their colleagues. The German artists consider 
that French art contains an excessive sacrifice 
to form—pose, arrangement and outward ex- 
pression. On the other hand, the French 
claim that the German artists are prone to lose 
themselves inthe worship of sentiment and 
ideas. ‘‘The French artists,’ says a well- 
known Parisian critic, ‘‘are men of cool pulse 
and clever imagination. When their pictures 
are finished, they find the tranquil considera- 
tion of an appreciative public which is neither 
passive nor exultant. But the German artists’’— 
the critic goes on to say—"‘are men of sentiment, 
moralists and—martyrs of the homage paid 
to the thought or ideas éxpressed in their art.’’ 

At any rate, the Germans have borrowed 
much of the passion of the French for form, 
but still retain their regard for the value of 
the ideal in art.

sarily become sentimental, emotional and 
warm in feeling. The old dignity, ideal forms, 
and naive purity of Greek art, were discarded. 
Instead of the heroic figures of Apollo, Achilles 
and Ajax, modern art depicted the acts of 
Christ—now preaching to the people or puri- 
fying the temple, now among his apostles at 
the last supper, being judged by Pilate and 
crucified, orin the supreme moment of the 
ascension. The Christian art substituted the 
Virgin and the saints in lieu of the proud and 
cunning goddesses which were so long the 
fondest motives of the Greek sculptors. In 
place of the exalted, capricious and contriving 
Venus with her; sly Cupid,-the modern art 
represented the Madonna—the _ spiritual 
mother, holding the precious Christ-child to 
her breast. Here existed a parallelism, but 
only in number and form. The Christian art 
was conscious of a soul which wasthe source 
of expression and feeling—emotion and sym- 
pathy.” The Greeks knowing nothing of a 
spiritual man, their art became limited to 
form &nd arrangement, the expression of 
passion and thought. 

Christianity was the inspired and spiritual 
dictator to art. A divine afflation led the 
masters to picture the sublime passions of the 
new religion. Their muse was found in the 
Biblical traditions—a desire to uphold the 
cause of humanity along with the cause of the 
beautiful. The ~Greek art was the result of a 
mature and healthy imagination, a command 
of reality, and the- love for the ideal in 
form and expresssion. Christian art 
was the consequence of Christian con-

victions—a blending of various humane 
purposes into pictorial matter. The Greek 
art aimed to embody ideal forms—pure and 
dignified in pose, ingenious in composition,

viztues of man. Thusour art became both 


but never beyond the range of ordinary sym- 
pathies. No lethargy of habit made him fall 
from his purpose. It is true that modern 
critics, after a fastidious and microscopical 
search, have dared to point at Raphael with 
threatening finger. They have found that, 
when overworked tothe utmost, the master 
was at times careless. But in all 
his Madonnas they have never 
found him lacking in penetrative  in- 
sight or command of reality. If Michel 
Angelo and Cellini were alive today they 
would undoubtedly be willing to break a lance 
in favor of Raphael. 

The Italian masters payed their tribute to 
the Madonna in numerous productions. Their 
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FIGURE 5. 
love for the subject seemed never to be ex- 
hausted. Guido Reni’s Madonna, the up- 
turned, tear-stained face pleadingly appeals to 
our sympathies. The reproductions have be- 
come household property among all classes of 
people. 

The Biblical art of the Flemish was realistic 
and refined. The homage to extensive form 
and arrangement—as it existed with Rubens 
and Van Dyck—was partly borrowed from the 
Italians. The Flemish art was dignified and 
noble, yet betraying a close intimacy with na- 
ture and reality. No imperative uniformity 
starved their individual tastes. Van Dyck’s 
Madonna, figure No. 4, shows the freedom and 
grandeur of talent of the princely master. The 
delicate taste, refined and elegant composition, 
lofty expression of sentiment, was 
characteristic of his method. All 
art lovers haye learned to _ revere 
the imposing genius of Van Dyck. He was 
the most serious of masters, and his Madonnas 
are among the first conceptions of the renais- 


sance. 
Rembrandt, himself, a divinity in the estima- 
tion of artists, painted the Madonna with the 
clever hand of the realist. If realism in art 
had always such conscientious men 
as this famous Dutch master, no cry would 
ever have been raised against its methods. He 
borrowed his conceptions from the life about 
him, giving them a glow of delicate feeling— 
real with masterly instinct, but never reflect- 
ing in a complex or skeptical manner. 
e works of Holbein, figure No. 5, has 
been favored with an admiring public. This 
German master, conscientious and ingenious 


in his conceptions, was somewhat mannered 


and labored on le when we recall the 


Italian art. But Hol-

figure No. 7, isin keeping with the foregoing 
observation on German art of today. This artist 
has succeeded in roducing a most 
beautiful- picture of motherly devotion, well 
in keeping with the lofty sentiment of the 
subject. A vein of delightful feeling per- 
vadesin this choice composition. Both fig- 
ures speak to our sympathies with an artless 
ease which is exceedingly captivating. It is 
true that the Madonna lacks the comely dig- 
nity so naturally conceived on the canvases of 
Raphael. But Frosch! has aimed high in 
producing a union of sentiment and beauty of 
arrangement—without a sacrifice to either. 

Arnold Bocklin is one of the most original 
masters of ourage. When a young man, his 

outhful daring made him the ‘“‘enfant terri- 
bie” to the lovers of a sedate and passive art. 
Bocklin’s conception of the Pieta, the afflicted 
mother kissing the cold brow of the dead 
Savior, as in figare No. 8, isa type of the 
wide-spreading, realistic art. The venture in 
this conception seems to be in the extreme. 
The master has selected his Madonna from the 
peasantry—a face of the toiling and plebian 
mother, marked with grief and overwhelming 
affliction. : 

One would think that Bocklin had mused in 
a morgue and aimed to express the stern 
reality of motherly sorrow. is art seems & 
heavy vehicle to carry on the divine motives 
‘of Biblical tradition.

Eleven o'clock was the time set for the‘‘Jeffer- 
sonian”’ convention, called by the recent meet- 
ing at Douglasville, and the courthouse 1 At 
lanta was the place at which it was to be held. 

Eleven o’clock came, the courthouse was there, 
but there was no convention nor was 
there to be seen anything indicat- 
ing such a gatherimg. Upon the 
Pryor street steps the administrators of the 
Brandt estate were selling a law library; 
nearby Judge Adam Poole was conversing 
with some South-Bend friends, at the corner, 
Colonel J. P. Austin, president of the Fulton 
County Alliance, was conversing with County 
Physician Griffin, another allianceman; along 
the railing not far away was Mr. Burgess, of 
The Southern Alliance Farmer, surrounded 
by several alliancemen —all there as interested 
spectators looking for the convention. 

But no convention yet. 
‘‘Dr. Massa, of Austell, was here a few 
minutes ago,’’ somebody remarked. 


‘‘But Austell isin Cobb and that’s in the 


seventh.’’ 

‘*Yes;’’ said the first speaker, ‘‘The doctor 
is a strong Felton man and he came to seehow 
the Jeffersonian meeting here is progressing 
that he might bear good cheer to his friends 
in the seventh.”’ 

Somebody else laughed. 

It was nearly 11:30 o’clock when a little 
crowd of Douglas county men, headed by 
Deputy United States Marshal Abercrombie, 
hove in sight.

The Post Liberty of the Press. 

The freedom of American institutions, the 
liberty of the press, are great and giorious 
things. Weare supposed to enjoy them at 
home and to boast of them abroad. But in 
spite of this, there are tendencies in our gov- 
ernment that give grave’ cause for alarm— 
tendencies that threaten to usurp the rights 
of the citizen and to undermine our free in- 
stitutions, among the greatest of which is the 
liberty of the riess. 

The poliiical party now in power is occu- 
pying advanced ground on _ this line and in 
many respects is establishing dangerous 
precedents. With the high government 
officials every man appears to be a law unto 
himself; in other words, he interprets the 
law to suit his prejudices, places his own 
construction upon it and issues his edicts as 
though he were the head and fountain of 
ali law—the judge and censor of all people. 

Here, for instance, is a pestmaster gen- 
eralwho occupies this advanced and un- 
heard of position; who constitutes himself 
the censor of the press, and issues his orders 
to a host of underlings, to be executed at 
their discretion---according to whatever con- 
struction they may place uponthem. We 
see him issuing these arbitrary decrees and 
exceeding the authority vested in him; his 
prejudices are great; his judgment weak. 
An author writes a book; the postmaster 
general is a book agent; he wants to sell the 
book; he writes the author to that effect. 
For some reason—this is the case of the 
‘*Kreutzer Sonata’’—the books are not for- 
warded. Then the postmaster general de- 
cides that the book is obscene and issues his 
decree: It shall not pass through the mails! 

Weare not taking the part of this partie- 
ular author and his book; it is the principle 
of the thing that we are after, it is the dan- 
gerous precedent thus established. Accord- 
ing to the postmaster general's strict rules of 
official propriety, this prohibition must be 
wholesale; it must reach a million books 
which are now being issued in this country, 
and which, to him, may come under this 
head of ‘‘obscene;’’ it is an attack upon 
Shakespeare and other standard works; it is 
an attack upon the liberty of the press of the 
United States, for scarcely a newspaper is 
published which does not contain one or 
more columns that may offend the accute 
moral sensibilities of the postmaster general 
and move him to exercise this tyrannical pro- 
hibition. 

He is carrying the thing too far. To 
bring it nearer home, there are 117 post- 
offices in Georgia. Under the precedent 
established by Mr. Wanamaker’ each post- 
master is a judge of what is mailable and 
unmailable matter. ‘This would be right to 
a certain extent; but are they not likely, 
also, to exceed their authority, place their 
own construction on the law and carry mat- 
ters too far? Assuredly. An editor 
print some article in his paper which would 
render the whole edition liable to seizure, 
and the business of the paper and its patrons 
might be seriously affected in consequence. 
The postmaster and his clerks, placing their 
own construction on such an article could 
muzzle the press and have the man at their 
mercy. 

When the lottery law went into effect 
THe CONSTITUTION struck all lottery ad- 
vertisements frgm its columns, both from its 
city and mail editions. It has been the cus- 
tom of Tur WrrkxLy ConstiTuTion, in re- 
turn for services rendered, to distribute gifts 
among its subscribers. It was not thought 
that the lottery law would be as far-reaching 
as this, and so it continued to offer induce- 
ments to subseribers as of old. After the 
law went into effect two editions of the paper 
were mailed and went safely to their destina- 
tion. ‘The postoffice authorities must have 
known that these editions contained the 
usual inducements to subscribers, but no 
complaint was made. It was not until the 
third edition, in the third week after the 
passage of the lottery law, reached the post- 
office that anything was said. Then, . after 
the edition had been prepared for 
Tue ConstIruTion was tardily notified that 
it could not pass through the mails—at what

and prejudiced men will have it in their 
power to suppress the free speech and actions 
of its shackled editors. 

In this connection, it is not going too far 
to say that the freedom, not of the press, but 
of the people of the whole country is in 
danger. When the greatest engine of civil- 
ization can be stopped at will, its actions 
censured and its products seized, it is time to 
calla halt. With the power thus acquired 
there is no knowing to what it may lead. 
Great consequences may follow and exercise 
a fatal influence upon our free institutions.

A Ballot Law. 

An interesting interview with Hon. 8. 
P. Gilbert, of Muscogee county, in rela- 
tion to a uniform ballot law, appears 
elsewhere in today’s paper. 

Captain Gilbert has given the matter 
careful attention, and having closely 
studied the progress of the ballot reform 
movement throughout the country, has 
collected the laws of all the states relating 
to the subject. 

There is no doubt but that there should 
be a more uniform method of voting and 
of consolidating the election returns of the 
state. As to the method, the question has 
not been before the people of the state 
long enough to establish any preference 
concerning details, but a moment’s reflec- 
tion is enough to establish the fact that 
Captain Gilbert is on the right track, and 
that much good may result from legisla- 
tion intended to produce uniformity in the 
management of the elections in the state. 

As will be seen, Captain Gilbert outlines 
a general course, taking the wise position 
that the matter of details should be left 
to the general assembly, where, after the 
question has undergone thorough investiga- 
tion, a law may be modeled to meet every 
demand.

head of steam, had saved the importers 
many millions dollars, was 
hinted that because another vessel was 
late a number of importers had lost sey- 
eral millions. 

All this is very interesting, but neither 
our contemporary nor the public need 
weep over the importers who are sup- 
posed to money. All these 
losses, as well as the profits of the im- 
were more fortunate, will 
eventually come out of the pockets of 
the people who buy the goods. If there 
are any tears to be shed—and the in- 
famous tariff law calls for a good many— 
they should be shed in behalf of the un- 
fortunate people on whom the burden of 
this unjust taxation falls. 

Especially should the honest people of 
the country weep over the relations which 
this new tariff bill bears to the farmers 
and wage earners of the south. It is the 
southern farmer who has to buy cotton 
ties and plantation tools, and on all of 
these necessities the price has been largely 
increased. In fact, the trip-hammer of 
this typical republican measure hits the 
south and its people at every point 
where a blow is likely to do the most 
damage. The whole intention of the law, 
apart from enabling the monopolies, trusts 
and millionaire manufacturers to recoup 
themselves for their contributions to the 
Quay corruption fund, # to strike at the 
industries, the interests and the pockets 
of the people of the south. It is in- 
tended to be employed as a scourge to a 
section that seems to be growing too 
prosperous to suit its political enemies— 
that appears to be coming into competi- 
tion too rapidly and too seriously with 
various industrial interests of the north, 

Nevertheless, though the McKinley trip- 
hammer hurts the south, and is intended 
to hurt it, worse than it does other sec- 
tions, its effects are vicious in all parts 
of the country. Everywhere merchants are 
marking up their goods in response to 
notice from the manufacturers, and who- 
ever buys a piece of goods or an article 
of necessity hereafter will have to pay an 
additional tax to the monopolies and mill- 
ionaire manufacturers. 

Mr. Jay Gould, who, as small as he 
is, seems to be tremendously swollen in 
his bump of optimism, can see no harm 
in the new tariff law. He dismisses it 
with a joyous wave of his hand and one 
of his beantiful aphorisms which are 
sometimes caught up by the busy New 
York reporters. ‘‘I cannot see,’’ says Mr. 
Gould, ‘‘that the new tariff of itself will 
be a disadvantage to the country. If it 
increases the cost of some articles, people 
will simply use less of them. Take wool, 
for instance. If the tariff on wool makes 
clothing cost more, a person will get 
along with one suit where he would 
otherwise have two,” | 

As for Mr. Gould, there is no doubt 
that he can buy two, or even four, suits 
of clothes if he Wants to; but the fact

Early Wendesday morninga grand parade 
will be formed to proceed to the 
exposition grounds, under the guidance 
of Colonel John Milledge. 

Colonel Milledge has made out the follow- 
ing report of the order of the parade: 

‘he line will be formed on the south ®ide of 
Marietta street with the richt resting on the ¢or- 
per of Broad and Marietta at Tyner’s drug store, 
and in the following order: 

1. Fourth Artillery band. 

2. Battalion of Fourth Artillery, United States 
army, marching as infantry, consisting of six 
companies. 

3. Police battalion of four companies, 

. 4. Zouave band. 

6 Fourth Battation Georgia 
three companies, to which will be 
Grady Cadets. 

6. The Governor’s Horze Guard. 

7. Atlanta Artillery. 

The carriages containing the officers and direct- 
ors of the exposition, orator of the day and such 
others as may be indicated by the authorities of 
the exposition will be arranged on the south side 
of Decatur street, between Peachtree and Prvor, 
with the leading carriage at Beermann’s corner, 
where they will await the escorting col- 
wmmn of military, and will close in be- 
hind the artillery as the column marches 
up Peachtree street. 

The different commands will report at the point 
of rendezvous to Lieutenant L. H. Walker, Fourth 
Artillery, United States army, who hes consented 
to act a8 adjutant of the line, and who will form 
the line. At 10:30 o’clock sharp the troops will 
move—the infantry in columns of companies, the 
cavalry in coluinns of platoons, the artillery in 
columns of pieces.

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THE SECOND DAY. 


PROCEEDINGS INTHE CASE OF THE 
STATE VS. C. M. OZBURN. 


A Great Deal of Testimony Introduced on 
Either Side—The Case Will*Probably 
Goto the Jury Monday at Noon. 


The second day 

Of the trial of the Ozburn case. 

At an early hour the courtroom was 
crowded with people eager to follow the pro- 
ceedings of the trial. 

So far the state has made a very strong case, 
but the friends of the prisoner hope to produce 
extenuating testimony ia his behalf. 

There was considerable delay in the opening 
of the crimial branch of the superior court yes- 
terday morning. 

This was due to a bar meeting held by 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke, for the purpose of 
arranging the calendar. 

It was 10:15 o’clock when the prisoner 

entered the room, accompanied by three 
bailiffs of the court. 
_ He was not so pale as usual, and there was 
a perceptible flush on either cheek, as he took 
his seat by his counsel, and by the side of his 
wife, mother and brother. 

The young wife shows signs of grief and 
anxiety in her pallid cheeks, and the aged 
face of tha mother wears a careworn expres- 
sion. 

Mr. Seab Ozburn has remained by his broth- 
er’s side constantly since the trial began. 

THE WIDOW AND CHILDREN. 

A new and sad-faced spectator of the trial 
was Mrs. Bradley, theo widow of the dead 
“Dan. 

Ranged near her were four little children, 
all quite young, and in her arms she held a 
fifth, the youngest of a large family who were 
orphaned by the deplorable tragedy. <A 
younger brother of Mr. Bradley was also pres- 
ent. 

Tho jurors came out of their room looking 
as if they had enjoyed a fairly good night’s 
rest, and took their seais in the box. 

All the counsel were on hand, and so soon 
as the court was called to order, several wit- 
nesses who were not present Friday came 
forward and were sworn. 

As the witnesses are all put under the rule 
the corridor and anterooms outside are pretty 
well filled up with them. 

Mr. Max Lang was recalled and questioned 
as towhether any weapon of any kind was 
found in Bradley’s store after the shooting. 

Witness swore most positively that there 
was no weapon of any kind, and the only stick 
was a small piece of hoop, such as is used on 
orange boxes. 

Being cross-questioned by Colonel Hulsey, 
witness remarked: 

‘“‘The stick was not big enough tokilla fly.”’ 

“What, a piece of wood of that size and 
length not big enough to kill a fly?” 

“Well, it might killa fly, but it wasn’t big 
enough to do any damage.”’ 

THE FIRST ARRIVAL. 

Mr. Henry L. Smith was the next witness 
called. 

His home is just across the street from 
Bradley’s store, and the witness was sitting in 
Lis house when the shooting occurred. 

He ran across tothe store and found Mr. 
Bradley breathing in gasps, and evidently 
dying. 

Ozburn was walking away along Windsor 
Bireet. 

Mr. Smith being the first arrival on the 
scene took charge of the store, after taking in 
the situation, and he looked all around the in- 
terior of the store to seo if there was any 
weapon there, but was unable to discover 
anything that would have been presumably 
used in an offensive or defensive manner, 

He closed the doors and remained in charge 
of the store until the arrival of Mr. Bradley’s 
brother, who had been notified of the killing. 

Mr. Smith was questioned very particularly 
as to the distance from the door to the place 
where Mr. Bradley lay, and also as tothe 
position of the body. 

In his opinion it was about ten feet from the 
door to where the body lay, with the head 
and a portion of the body, opposite the end of 
the pavement, pointing up Whitehall street, 

OZBURN’S EXPRESSIONS. ‘ 

T. J. Florence,a member of the Atlanta 
police department, was placed on the stand. 
He was in a barber shop on Whitehall street, 
on the day of the killing. 

Ozburn came in and they spoke to each 
other, having been acquaintances for many 
rears. 

“Hello, I haven't killed a cop in a long 
time. I’m going to kill you before I get out 
of here,’’ remarked Ozburn with a laugh. 

Some light words passed, and Florence, who 
was accustomed to hear Ozburn use such ex- 
pressions in a joking manner, thought no more 
of the matter. 

He heard no such expression as ‘“‘I’m going 
to kill a copper before night,’ from Ozburn, or 
any other remark that would have led him to 
believe that Ozburn meditated evil. 

THE ONLY EYE WITNESS. 

Nettie Atkins, a@ mulatto woman, 
falled. 

She was the only eye witness to the begin- 
ning of the affray. 

She saw the two gentlemen, neither one 
of whom she knew at the time, sitting near 
the door of the store just within, one on one 
side, and the other on the opposite side. 

They had papers in their laps and hands; 
just as she came opposite the door, the smaller 
man sprang up, drew a pistol from his pocket, 
fired a shot at the larger man, and) then she 
ran. 

She only heard that one shot, as she was so 
frightened that her own screams made her ob- 
livious toany other shots that might haye 
been fired. 

The affair was so sudden and unexpected 
that she did not even notice the faces of the 
combatants, and she never knew until brought 
before the coroner’s inquest, which was Brad- 
ley and which was Ozbarn. The man that 
did the shooting sat next to Forsyth and the 
other next to Whitehall. 

HE SAW FIVE SHOTS FIRED. 

Mr. J. R. Black, who was boarding at No. 
866 Whitehall, about half a block from Brad- 
ley’s store, at the time of the killing, saw five 


of the shots fired. 

He was just — out of his boarding 
house when he heard the first shot fired. 
There was a canvas-covered wagon standing 
in front of the store, which prevented his see- 
ing into Bradley’s store. The horse jumped 
when the first shot was fired. and in an instant 
Bradley came out of the store, holding up both 
handsand moving toward the Whitehall street 
side of his store in a sort of backing position. 

Four or five shots followed, and when Brad- 
ley reached the corner he reeled and fell on 
his elbows and knees. 

Just after Bradley fell, Ozburn, who had re- 
mained in the door firing at Bradley, walked 
outand across Whitehall street and down 
Windsor to Jones street. 

Witness followed him until he entered the 
house on Cooper street, where he was arrested. 

Hesaw several persons around the store, 
and one man was trying to hold the horse at- 
tached to the canvas-covered wagon. Hecould 
not recall who that man was,nor any others

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prisoner’s head, and found a knot on the left 
side of his head, but could not tell whether it 
was newly done or not. Again the question of 
what the prisoner said was — up, and 
again it was ruled out as inadmissible. 

Sergeant Ozburn also examined the prisoner’s 
hat, and found a hole in it, on the same side 
where he discovered the knot. ‘ The hat, a soft, 
felt one, was exhibited, and two holes shown 
in the side. 

Sergeant Ozburn was examined at consider- 
able length by both the state and the defense, 
particular stress being laid on the question of 
the wound on his head. 

DR. AVARY FELT THE BUMP. 

Dr. J. C. Avary, coroner of Fulton county, 
testified to having examined the prisoner 
either on the day or the day after the killing, 
he was unable to recall which. 

He found a lump on the side of the prison- 
er’s’ head, but could not swear as to whether 
it was a wound or not. 

It bore the appearanceof a bruise having 
been made with some dull implement. 

Another discussion ensued when Colonel 
Hulsey asked Dr. Avary about the examina- 
tion, and the latter began to explain how 
Ozburn was brought into the aisle, in the 
city prison, and asked if he was hurt. “‘Ozburn 
hesitated and pulled off his hat, and--’’ went 
on the witness, but was stopped by the state, 
on the ground that nothing that the prisuner 
might have said was admissible. 

Dr. Avary was unable to identify the hat, 
and although he looked at Ozburn’s hat at the 
time, he did not see any rents in it. 

At this point the court took a recess until 2 
o'clock. 

THE AFTERNOON PROCEEDINGS. 

As the great bell on the courthouse tower 
struck 2 o'clock, Judge Richard H. Clark 
took his seat on the bench, and gave the order: 

‘Bring out the jury.” 

The jury is remarkable as being composed 
so largely of men apparently under middle age. 

Eight of the number are what might be 
termed young men, and two are real youthful 
looking. 

There is one graybeard and three more or less 
crizzied among the twelve good cltizens who 
rave sworn to give Charles M. Ozburn a fair 
and impartial trial and to return 
such a verdict as the law and 
the evidence in the case may justify. 

There wasa_ perceptible diminution in the 
crowd at the opening of court. 

Ozburn’s wife and mother were both in 
their seats, as was Mrs. Bradley and her 
children. 

AS TO OZBURN’S CHARACTER. 

Mr. D.C. Camp was the first witness put 
upon the stand. 

Ile was examined as to Ozburn’s character 
prior to the shooting of Bradley. 

Witness testified that Ozburn had been con- 
nected with his firm for about two years, and 
so far ashe knew had borne a peaceable 
character. 

On cross examination Mr. Camp stated that 
he had heard of Ozburn having shot a negro, 
when a young man, some eight or ten years 
ago. 

“He was asked if he had not heard of Ozburn 
having shot a manin Mississippi, and the 
witness said that he had heard rumo#ss but his 
mind was indistinct. 

A point was made on the admissibility of 
this testimony, andthe court ruled that these 
rumors}were jnadmissible as testimony. 

Mr. T. A. Gramling, of the firm of Gramling 
& Spalding took the stand. He testified that 
Ozburn was in their employ for six months 
from January, 1589, and that his character was 
that of a peaceable man while he remained 
there. 

Dr. R. D. Spalding, of the firm of Gramling 
& Spalding, testified that he had known 
Ozburn for several years, and that while he 
was employed in their store he was quiet and 
peaceable. 

A LADY’S TESTIMONY. 

Mrs. Gussie Immer was next sworn. She 
visited Bradley’s store on the day of the homi- 
cide to purchase a pound of coffee. 

Having made her purchase, she started down 
Windsor street, had gone about fifty yards, 
when she heard the first shot. 

Turning around, she saw the two men come 
out of the store. Bradley had one hand to his 
side, with the other hand uplifted as if to 
strike or to catch at something. 

Bradley was advancing and Ozburn 
backing. Ozburn fired three or fous 
shots, and then witness walked away and went 
to her home on Rawson street. 

Witness remained in the store only a few 
minutes, and when she left there was nobody 
in the store except Mr. Bradley. She did not 
meet any one, and could not say how Ozburn 
entered the store. She saw Bradley fall, and 
then she turned and ran home, not noticing 
which way Ozburn went. 

She saw the delivery wagon infront of the 
store, but did not see any one holding the 
horse. 

Witness was pretty well decided that only 
two shots were fired after the combatants left 
the store. She had tried to keep outof the 
case, but tolda friend of hers, Mr.. W. T. 
Moyers, and after she was married, on May 
24th, her husband. 

At 3:15 o'clock, counsel for the defense 
asked for a private conference with their 
client, and retired for fifteen minutes, the jury 
enjoyed a short recess in the meantine. 

On the return of the defendant, his counsel 
announced that with their client’s statement 
they would close. 

OZBURN TELLS HIS STORY. 

Every eyein the audience was directed on 
the young man and a dead silence fell upon 
the great crowd as Ozburn began his story. 

He stated that he had been unwell for sey- 
eral days, but would do the best he could. 

He was born in this county about twenty- 
nine years ago. His father was for a long 
time sheriff of this county. When quite 
small his family removed to Cobb county 
where he grew upand received a business 
education. ~ 

He grew tomanhood, removed to Mississippi 
where he was employed for six years with 
Colonel Richardson, a large cotton planter, as 
bookkeeper. 

He marriedin Mississippi, but his health 
failing, he returned to Atlanta and secured 
omployment with Gramling & Spalding. 

From this point Ozburn skipped to the cir- 
cumstances leading tothe tragedy. He went 
into the commission business with 
Mr. Stapp. They had but a small capital and 
were forced to do business on a small scale. On 
the Monday morning in question, feeling very 
unwell, he told Mr. Stapp that he would have 
to collect the bills. 

There were two—one against Tony & Brad- 
ley, and one against J. M. Bradley. When 
Stapp returned, the bill against J. M. Bradley 
was not paid. Ozburn then remarked that he 
would send the bill around by a negro in their 
employ. The negro returned without havin 
collected the money, and Ozburn remarke 
thatas he was going to dinner he would 
take the bill around with another that they 
had against W. H. West. 

He went to a barber shop, got a shave, took 
a drink at a barroom near byand walked on 
up to Bradley’s store. He walked in and pre- 
sented the bill without a word, not knowing 
Bradley very well. The latter looked up and 
remarked : 

“This is the same bill you sent around by 
that negro awhile ago. I told the negro I 
would kick him out, and if you don’t get out 
I'll kick you out.” 

‘“‘Mr. Bradley,’’ I replied, said the pris- 
oner, ‘‘ the account is correct, for I looked 
over the account, and it is correct. I am not 
accustomed to being beaten this way.” 

“Bradley sprang up and struck me over the 
head with a stick,’’ continued the prisoner, 
‘‘and the blow dazed me, together with my re- 
cent illness, and chancing to have the pistol in 
my pocket, I felt that my life was in danger, 
drew it and commenced firing. I didn’t know 
till now how many shots I fired, and did not 
realize that I had killed anybody. I have al- 
wase tried to live a quiet and peaceable life, 
and had no idea of doing such a deed until it 
was done.”’ 

On his memory be refreshed Ozbnra 
mentioned the fact that he had a difticulty 
with a negroin Cobb county, when about nine- 
teen years old, shot him in self-defense and 
the court allowed him to plead guilty toassault 
and battery, fining him $100 and costs. 

He also s that he had purchased the 
isto] about a week before the shooting because 
e and his partner had no safein their estab- 

lishment, and were frequently compelled to 
ouey bese ree 3g sums pat money, ees or two 
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after business was over. , — 
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r contended that the state was introducing the 
testimony in rebuttal to the statement of the 
defendant re the manner in which 
Bradley met and assaulted him in the store, 
which led to the fatal shooting. 

The jury was directed to retire and the 
court instructed the attorneys to bring forward 
the authorities on which their arguments were 
based. 

Colonel Fry, for the state, and Colonel Hul- 
sey, for the defense, participated in the argu- 
ment, each appealing strongly for his view of 
the point in question. 

The court ruled that it was a legal right of 
the prisoner to put in his own character for 
peace, and the character of the deceased for 
violence. But the state could not put in the 
character of the deceased for peace except in 
rebuttal. Having. a_ strong belief 
that in the present instance the 
state could not put in the character 
of the deceased in rebuttal of the statement of 
the prisoner, as the court had never known 
of such a thing to be allowed, the testimony 
was adjudged inadmissible. 

AS TO OZBURN’S WOUND, 

J. C. Carlisle, a member of the police force, 
was sworn, and testified that in company with 
Chief Connolly he had examined Ozburn’s 
head, and had been unable to find any wound 
whatever. The examination was conducted 
on the evening of the day of the killing. 

The witness did not remember to havin 
examined Ozburn’s hat, or to having heard 
any remark made about holes being in the hat. 

On the question of the general character of 
Mrs. Gussie Immer, formerly Scott, there was 
a squabble, and witness finally answered that 
he could not state. 

Chief A. B. Connolly, of the police depart- 
ment, was examined on the same line. He 
0 saw or felt any wound on the prisoner’s 

ead. 

Defendant’s counsel objected to the testi- 
mony of Policeman Carlisle and Chief Con- 
nolly because the examination was made b 
the officers while the prisoner was in his cell. 

The court ruled that the evidence was ad- 
misible.- 

A WOMAN’S WORD. 

Policeman J. K. Hunter was then put upon 
the stand. He wasaskedif he Knew Gussie 
Scott, now Mrs. GussieImmer. He did not; 
neither by sight or reputation. 

Mr. W. A. Johnson was asked about the 
enéral character of Mrs. Gussie Scott- 
mmer. So far as he knew her reputation was 

bad. On the question as to whether he would 
believe her on oath, he said that he would 
hate to say that he would not believe her. 

Mr. Julius Menko swore that he knew Mrs. 
Gussie Imimer, and that her reputation was 
bad, and he would not believe her on oath. 

Mr. A. J. Cooper when sworn, testified that 
he knew her reputation to be bad, and would 
not believe her on oath. 

Mr. W. G. Bobo was put on the stand. He 
was walking out of P. B. Johnson’s store when 
the shots were fired. He went up toward 
Bradley’s store, saw Bradley fall. e ran to 
him, put his hand under the dying man’s head 
and spoke tohim. Hesaw no weapon either 
there orin the house. He telephoned Brad- 
ley’s brother. After moving the body into 
the store, he examined his pockets and found 
a little pocket knife and some other articles of 
no consequence. 

At this point, the court took a recess at 5 
o’clock until Monday morning.

The call read:

ion that the city attorney inay suggest as neces- 

ary or proper in regard to the bond election to be 
hold on the i4thinstant. The supreme court will 
not make the decision in time to avoid the elee- 
tion, and when made it is very doubtful as to 
what it wiil be. 

The committeo on the purchase of a lot for 
the new station house desires to make a report. 

The paper was signed by Mayor Glenn, and 
as the clerk completed reading it, Mr. Kontz, 
chairman of the waterworks committee, arose 
saying: 

**T have here an ordinance providing for an 
election on the 14th if the supreme court don’t 
reach the case and announce a decision in the 
meantime. The indications just now are that 
the supreme court won't reach the case, and 
this ordinance fixes the places for voting.”

That the election to be heid on Octo- 
ber 14th, to etermine the question whether the 
qualified voters of the city of Atlanta will assent 
to the issue of $250,000 of 4 per cent thirty year 
water bonds, for the purpose of enlarging the 
water supply of the city of Atlanta, shall be held 
at the places following, towit: 

First Ward—W. M. Curtis’s store, corner Broad 
and Mitchell strects. 

Second Ward—Chamber of commerce building, 
corner of Pryor and Hunter strecta. 

Third Ward—Lumber yard office, corner West 
Hunter and Butler streets. 
Fourth Ward—Day’s 
street near Moore street. 

Fifth Ward—No. 163 Marietta street. 

Sixth Ward—No. 17 North Forsyth street. 

Section 2. Said election shall be held in each 
ward by election managers heretofore selected, 
any vacancies to be supplied as the charter pro- 
vides, the hours of opening and closing 
the polls and the general regulations 
of the election to be the same 
as heretofore provided for city elections by char- 
ter and ordinance, all qualified voters being al- 
lowed to vote without reference to registration.

SCENES ATTHE OPERA HOUSE. 


Other, and a Lady Also Receives a Bad 
Gash in Trying to Stop the Fight. 


There was almost a sure enough tragedy be- 
hind the scenes of De Gives opera house last 
night. 

It happened while the curtain was down 
after the second act. 

A lady, Mrs. Arthur Swope, the wife of the 
stage manager, was very badly cut with a 
razor, while attempting to intercede in a 
quarrel between two negro boys employed in 
the wings. 

One of the negroes, Dick Allen, was also 
seriously cut, a deep gash being inflicted 
in the fleshy part of his thigh. 

Mrs. Swope’s wound was alsoon the thigh. 
It is quite serious. The negro boy wa cut 
through the large muscles, and leades al- 
most to the thigh bone. 

This is how it occurred. 

The two negroes, who are not regularly em- 
ployed at the opera house, but who just aang 
about there, and do odd jobs in order t) see 
the shows, had been drinking during the 
evening, and during the second act of the 
play, ‘‘Davy Crocket’ became involved ina 
quarrel, 

* While Mr. Swope, the stage manager, was 
attending to the lowering of the curtain on the 
second act and arranging the flies for the third, 
the two negroes clinched. 

Mr. Swope dropped his work and ran toyard 
them to preserve order. At the same time 
Mrs. Swope approached and tried to separate 
the fighters and protect her husband, whom 
she thought the two negroes were assailing, 

Several others behind the scenes also ran to 
the spot and fora few moments there wasa 
lively tussle. 

The boy Turner jerked outa razor and be- 
gan slashing viciously about him, Then, be- 
fore he could be prevented, ran across 
the stage and down strairs into 

‘the street, carrying his bloody razor 
with him. So far nothing more has been seen or 
heard of him. 

When Turner ran Mrs. Swope sank to the 
floor, her dress saturated with blood. A great 
red stream was also pouring from the wound 
in Allen’s thigh. ' 

Mrs. Swope was taken to her room above the 
stage, where a physician was summoned, and 
the negro was carried to Dr. Johnson’s office 
on Marietta street. The gash in his thigh 
was so deep that four courses of stitches had to 
be taken to unite the muscles and flesh. | 

Mrs. Swope will be confined to her bed for 
some timé, so serious was the wound she re- 
ceived. 

The negro’s blows were aimed with fright- 
ful recklessness and force, and it was only a 
mere accident that they did not accompli 
more disastrous results. 

.When the cutting occurred somebody called 
for the police. The cry was heard by the 
audience, but the scuffle not having created 
much noise, the audience paid no attention to 
it and no excitement was created. 

Thecurtain in the third act went up with- 
out delay, and very few, if any, in the audience, 
were aware of the bloody by-play that had

COLUMBUS PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


They Are in Goed Condition and Started 
Off Most Satisfactorily. 

Cotumbus,Gs.,October 11.—[Special. ]|—Our 
public schools spened recently, and there are 
some things connected with the opening exer- 
cises that are anprecedented.in schoo] circles 
in Georgia. 

Our city furnishes its pupils with books. 
The superintendent, Professor W. H. Wood- 
all, during vacation, took an inventory of the 
old stock of books on hand, bought all the 
new ones necessary, and placed on 
every desk in every’ public school 
room in the city the books, slates, pencils, 
pens, etc., needed by the pupil occupying each 
desk. On Saturday before the schools opened 
the following Monday the normal class was 
called together, and all preliminaries for com- 
mencing work Monday morning were ar- 
ranged. The superintendent and teachers 
agreed that one hour was long enough for 
organizing each room, and regular school work 
should begin at the commencement 
of the second hour. This programme 
was not only carried out to the letter, but a 
majority of the teachers were teaching in less 
than thirty minutes after the opening bell. 
The pupils being put to work at once, there 
was no time for demoralization in discipline, 
so common the first few days of school. Vis- 
itors passing through the schools two hours 
after the schools opened reported everything 
in as perfect working order as they had ever 
seen them in the middle ofasession. Our 
schools were never 80 prosperous. Pupils have 
paved turned away for lack ofjroom this 
week. ° 

Professor Woodall, who succeeded the late 
and much-lamented Colonel Mooty as superin- 
tendent, has been remarkably successful in 
his work. During his administration, a night 
school has been put into operation. A high 
school has been organized and starts out this 
term with splendid prospects. A very firm 
discipline exists in all our schools. But while 
the discipline in our schools is considered 
rigid, there “has not been a single 
appeal from, Professor Weodall’s decisions 
or management made to the board of educa- 
tion since he was elected superintendent. 

The corps of teachers associated with him 
is§ second to none anywhere, and is co-oper- 
ating with him with remarkable harmony and 
enthusiasm. The waves of educational inter- 
ests are rolling unprecedentedly high in Co- 
lumbus, and our board of education, a set of 
very conservative and equally sensible men 
backed by our progressive citizens, intend 
that there shall be no ebbing, but a greater 
and greater tide. 

The successes of our schools gives no one 
man so mutch pleasure as it does Professor 
Woodall. He started life a poor country boy, 
alternating annually for several years from 
the plow to the country school, then back 
again. After the warhe began assisting in a 
country school at seventeen years of age; at 
nineteen he became principai of a country 
school, and for eleven and a half years he taught 
in the country. There he became fully informed 
as to the needs of the country 
schools, and durin these 
a profound interest in the 
country children filled

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of courteous manners; clear judgment and ex- 
cellent administrative ability. 

He has been a close student all of his life, is 
well informed as to the best educational meth- 
ods and principles approved and used in 
the school world, is 2a man of in- 
domitable energy and pluck, has the excellent 
record behind him of having succeeded excel- 
lently in every position which he has ever at- 
tempted to fill. The public schools in Colum- 
bus, in genuine efficiency we believe, are scc- 
ond to none in Georgia, and yet with such edu- 
cational facilities our motto is ‘“‘Porward.”’
